Padres Pedal the Cause has quickly become one of San Diego’s leading cancer fundraisers and is the signature 
charitable event for the San Diego Padres. In 2018, Padres Pedal the Cause continued to grow its cycling and running 
event, raising more than $2.9 million for translational cancer research and clinical trials. All expenses are underwritten 
so that 100% of the funds raised go directly to local cancer research. The Padres contribute a variety of resources to 
Padres Pedal the Cause, including the use of Petco Park, resulting in increases in funding, participants, volunteers 
and community engagement. The Padres are proud to have played a significant role in helping the organization raise 
more than $10 million for collaborative, ground-breaking cancer research that will accelerate cures at San Diego's 
world-class cancer institutions.

PADRES VOLUNTEER TEAM 


e The Padres Volunteer Team, presented by Toyota, is a regional volunteer force which calls upon Padres fans to 
donate their time to the San Diego and Baja region’s non-profits and civic organizations. 


The mission of the Padres Volunteer Team is to build awareness of, and inspire participation in serving the greater San 
Diego community. Launched in February 2015, the Padres Volunteer Team consists of more than 5,180 volunteers 
who have collectively given upwards of 24,000 hours to over 80 local non-profit organizations. 


In 2018, the Padres Volunteer Team continued its focus on serving the Tijuana and Baja region. Volunteer efforts 
included helping pack food bags at the Banati Food Bank in Tijuana, raising funds for a dental clinic at Hospital 
Infantil and supporting a Little League at Liga Municipal de Tijuana. The Padres Volunteer Team has supported 
more than a dozen non-profits and dedicated more than 800 hours to San Diego’s neighboring region in Mexico.

FUTURE PADRES: YOUTH BASEBALL AND SOFTBALL 


#FuturePadres Youth Baseball and Softball Program Powered by US Bank 


For the eighth consecutive year, more than 21,000 youth baseball and softball players representing 68 leagues 
in the San Diego area received Padres-branded uniforms at no cost to their league. 


With support from US Bank, the Padres’ investment in local youth baseball and softball has saved leagues over 
$4 million. By providing jerseys, caps and socks, these youth leagues are able to reallocate funds towards other 
areas of need such as field maintenance, landscaping equipment and concession stand improvements. In some 
cases, leagues have been able to significantly lower or eliminate registration fees, creating an opportunity for 
more kids have the opportunity to play and come to

RBI (Reviving Baseball in Inner Cities) 


e The Padres, in partnership with Mission Federal Credit Union, provide free baseball and softball opportunities to 
more than 1,000 underserved youth through the RBI program. 


e The RBI program engages kids ages 5 to 18 in a program designed to teach life lessons and build self-esteem 
through both baseball and softball. The Padres host Jr. RBI and RBI through relationships with military and community 
organizations throughout the region, including the only RBI site on a local military installation.

Clinic instructors are volunteers from the county’s law enforcement 
agencies, providing children with a positive experience with the law enforcement community in a fun environment. 


HONORING THOSE WHO SERVE -— 
OUR MILITARY AND FIRST RESPONDER COMMUNITY 


Since joining Major League Baseball in 1969, the San Diego Padres have prioritized 

honoring and supporting San Diego’s over 900,000 veterans, active duty and retired service 

members and their families. The Padres are widely regarded as MLB’s “Team of the Military,” and the club is known as 
the first Major League team to have a dedicated Military Affairs department. In the city with the largest military footprint 
in the world, the Padres are committed to ensuring that baseball in San Diego will continue to remain an affordable 
family venue for our entire military community. 


e Military Sundays: The Padres dedicate every Sunday home game at Petco Park as a “Military Salute,” honoring 
and thanking our military, veterans, their families and the non-profit organizations who support them. This year, 13 
Military Appreciation Sundays begin with “Military Opening Day” on March 31, celebrating San Diego’s extensive 
military community that includes many of our hometown heroes. Each Military Sunday has a related theme and 
serves as an opportunity to recognize our local military community that comprises over 30 percent of the San Diego 
population. In 2019, the club will celebrate each branch of the Armed Services, Veterans, Prisoners of War & Missing 
in Action, the 75th Anniversary of D-Day, Military Families and Military Spouses. Every Sunday will also feature the 
Padres wearing a version of their camouflage jerseys. 


e Marine Recruit Sundays: The Padres will continue their long-standing tradition of hosting recruits from the Marine 
Corps Recruit Depot at Sunday home games prior to their graduation from boot camp. These visits are significant 
because they represent the first time the recruits are permitted to attend a social event away from their rigorous 
training schedule and wear their USMC uniforms in public. 


e Freedom Reserve Section: In 2018, the Padres created the Freedom Reserve Section at Petco Park in order to 
provide an affordable ticket option for active duty service members and their families. Included in this special offer is 
access to a suite provided by the Padres’ partnership with USO San Diego that includes information on all services 
USO locations provide to our military community. Tickets are available for $5 from Monday through Thursday games 
and $10 for Friday through Sunday games. 


e Reenlistments & Promotions: The Padres are proud to host service members who choose to reenlist and continue 
to serve our country. Formal reenlistment and promotion ceremonies can be held on the field at Petco Park prior 
to a home game—another small way in which the Padres thank our service members and their families for their 
continued dedication to our nation.

RON FOWLER 


EXECUTIVE CHAIRMAN 


e Ron Fowler is the Executive Chairman and co-owner of the San Diego Padres and 
the Chairman and CEO of Liquid Investments, Inc. He is a principal and board member 
of Columbia Distributing in Oregon and Washington. Recognized as a beverage industry 
leader, Ron has chaired or been a member of numerous corporate and association boards 
over the past 40 years. 


e Ron was named to the Major League Baseball (MLB) Executive Council in 2017 and 
currently sits on MLB’s Pension Committee and Labor Policy Committee. From 2015-2016, 
he served as chairman of the Labor Policy Committee’s negotiation with the MLB Player’s 
Association on the new Collective Bargaining Agreement that ensures labor peace through 
2021. 


e Ron’s special interest is higher education. In 2016, Ron and his wife, Alexis, pledged a $25 million endowment 
gift to San Diego State University’s (SDSU) College of Business Administration that will provide scholarships and 
professorships, develop a lecture series, and provide international experiences and expanded programming for SDSU 
business students. Additionally, he was the primary financial contributor and chaired the successful campaign to create 
the Entrepreneurial Management Center at SDSU and served as the first chairman of its board of governors. He is 
chairman emeritus of the SDSU Campanile Foundation and past chairman of the SDSU President’s Advisory Board. 
In 2005, Ron received an honorary doctorate from SDSU. Ron served on the University of San Diego’s (USD) Board 
of Trustees from 1996 — 2016, served as Chair of the Board for six years, and was awarded Chair Emeritus in 2016. 
Ron is also actively involved and supportive of his alma mater, the University of St. Thomas (Minnesota). Ron served 
on the St. Thomas Board of Trustees from 2009 — 2014 and on the Athletic Advisory Board from 2011 — 2014. In 2008, 
Ron received the John F. Cade Award in Entrepreneurship. And in 2014, he received the Distinguished Alumnus Award, 
both from the University of St. Thomas. 


e An avid sports enthusiast, Ron is chairman emeritus of the San Diego Sports Association. From 1987-1991, he was 
the Owner/Managing General Partner of the San Diego Sockers professional soccer team. In 1991, he was recognized 
as “San Diego Sports Businessman of the Year.” He chaired the Mayor’s Task Force on Padres Planning, helping deliver 
a new ballpark for San Diego. He was the founding chair of the San Diego International Sports Council and also chaired 
the San Diego Super Bowl Task Force and the 2003 Super Bowl Host Committee. Ron’s efforts were instrumental in 
San Diego being awarded the 2016 Major League Baseball All-Star game. 


e Ron has been recognized many times for his leadership roles in athletics, entrepreneurship and community service. 
In recent years, he received the first Chairman’s Award from the San Diego County Board of Supervisors. He was 
named Herb Klein Civic Leadership Honoree by the Regional EDC, received the Downtown San Diego Partnership’s 
Alonzo Award and was Big Brothers/Big Sisters of San Diego County’s Person of the Year. In 2013, he was honored 
with the Guthrie Award by the Huntington’s Disease Society of America. The San Diego Hall of Champions named 
him “Sportsman of the Year” and his generosity led to the construction of Fowler Park, the 1,700-seat ballpark on the 
campus of the University of San Diego (USD). In 2015, Ron was honored by the San Diego Chamber of Commerce 
with the Herb Klein Spirit of San Diego Award. In 2018, the Hall of Champions’ annual Community Champion Award 
was renamed the Ron Fowler Community Champion Award in honor of Ron’s “unending generosity to San Diego, the 
Hall and its community programs.” 


e Ron and his wife, Alexis, are the parents of five children and grandparents of two girls. 


PETER SEIDLER 


GENERAL PARTNER 


e Peter Seidler is the General Partner of the San Diego Padres and the lead investor in 
the ballclub. Peter and the Padres’ ownership group have made a long-term commitment to 
San Diego, with a focus on (1) building a consistently exciting, championship-caliber team 
primarily through homegrown players, (2) providing a best-in-class, fan-friendly experience 
at Petco Park and (3) making a substantial, positive and lasting impact on the greater San 
Diego community. Seidler currently sits on Major League Baseball’s Ownership Committee 
and Investment Committee. 


e Seidler is a founder and Managing Partner of Seidler Equity Partners (“SEP”), a family- 
oriented private equity fund that provides capital and management support to growing 
entrepreneurial companies across the United States and Australia. SEP was established in 1992 and manages equity 
capital with a market value of approximately $3 billion. SEP has backed proven entrepreneurs with strategic support and 
equity capital in a variety of industries, including health/fitness, advertising, scuba diving/recreation, printing equipment, 
children’s clothing and automotive products. The firm’s philosophy is to apply a long-term and patient-strategic approach 
in helping entrepreneurs and the companies they have founded and built continue on a path of success, job creation 
and excellence. In 2018, SEP (in partnership with Major League Baseball and the Seidler family) acquired Rawlings 
Sporting Goods Company Inc. 


e Peter formed a “Tuesday Group” that meets weekly to address San Diego’s homeless problem. This coalition 
of business, political and philanthropic leaders focuses on helping the most vulnerable segments of the homeless 
population. His efforts to push San Diego to “best practices” on homelessness resulted in recognition as the 2017 San 
Diego Public Official of the Year by the Building Owners and Managers Association, the 2017 San Diego Nice Guy of 
the Year, the National Conflict Resolution Center 30th Annual Peacemaker Award (2018), the 2018 San Diego Chamber 
of Commerce Award for Regional Collaboration, and the 2018 San Diego Downtown Partnership Founder Award. 


e As a two-time cancer survivor (Non-Hodgkin’s Lymphoma), Peter and his wife, Sheel, focus their philanthropic 
activities on health and medical matters. They support numerous charities, including The Juvenile Diabetes Research 
Foundation, The American Cancer Society, The Turning Point Home (a San Diego facility dedicated to treating young 
women with addiction-related diseases) and various health and wellness initiatives at The Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. Peter is a significant donor and a founding member of the Stand Up To Cancer Legacy Endowment Circle and 
a primary donor to the Lucky Duck Foundation (San Diego’s leading homelessness charity). Seidler is a member of 
the Board of Trustees and chairs the Student Affairs Committee at The University of San Diego. He also is a member 
of the Board of Trustees at Sanford Burnham Prebys Medical Discovery Institute (SBP), an independent nonprofit 
medical research organization in La Jolla, CA. 


e Seidler earned a bachelor’s degree in commerce from the University of Virginia and a Master of Business Administration 
from the University of California, Los Angeles.

ERIK GREUPNER 


PRESIDENT OF BUSINESS OPERATIONS 


e Erik Greupner was promoted to his current post of president of business operations in 
December 2018. Working together with executive chairman Ron Fowler, Greupner has day- 
to-day management responsibility for the Padres’ business operations and leads the growth 
and development of the Padres’ business and culture. 2019 marks his ninth season in San 
Diego after joining the club in December 2010. 


e Prior to assuming the role of president of business operations, Greupner served as chief 
operating officer from November 2016 to November 2018. While in that post, he oversaw the 
team’s business operations, including all revenue generation. During this time the Padres set 
sponsorship, group ticketing, single game, opening series and non-baseball event revenue 

and attendance records. Also, during this time Petco Park was renovated and improved 

while earning USA Today’s ranking as the No. 1 ballpark in Major League Baseball. 


e Prior to assuming the role of chief operating officer, Greupner served in various roles for the Padres from December 
2010 to November 2016. During this time, he led the lobbying efforts and negotiations that resulted in the Padres 
amending its lease with the City of San Diego to significantly increase the number of non-baseball events at Petco Park 
and create a positive economic impact on the City. Greupner also led the negotiations of a new long-term lease and 
construction of the Padres’ new Spring Training facility and renovated stadium in Peoria, Arizona. Finally, Greupner’s 
efforts during this time were instrumental in securing the 2016 Major League Baseball All Star game in San Diego. 


e Prior to joining the Padres, Greupner worked as a corporate and transactional attorney with the international law firm 
Gibson, Dunn & Crutcher LLP. While at Gibson Dunn, he advised senior management of public and private companies 
in general corporate matters, acquirers and targets in mergers and acquisitions transactions, and institutional investors 
and fund sponsors in the formation and operation of private investment funds. 


e Prior to his time with Gibson Dunn, Greupner worked in sales management roles with Goldman Sachs & Company, 
Scudder Weisel Capital, LLC and Life Time Fitness. 


e Greupner earned his Juris Doctor degree magna cum laude from the University of San Diego School of Law, where 
he was a member of the Order of the Coif. He served as a judicial intern for the Honorable M. Margaret McKeown, 
U.S. Court of Appeals, Ninth Circuit.

EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT/GENERAL MANAGER 


e A.J. Preller was named executive vice president/general manager of the San Diego 
Padres on August 6, 2014. He joined the Padres from the Texas Rangers, where he 
previously served as assistant general manager, overseeing the player development 
and scouting departments and serving as a key advisor on all player acquisitions. Since 
becoming general manager, Preller has made several key additions to the club in multiple 


j areas, including the Major League roster, the player development system and the baseball 
a operations department. 


e Since 2016, Preller has overseen the acquisition of a significant level of talent that has 
bolstered the club’s farm system rating from No. 20 to consensus No. 1 overall entering 
the 2019 season. The Padres made history this year with a record-breaking 10 players 
on MLB Pipeline’s Top 100 Prospects list (574 points). Midseason trades have yielded a talent haul including SS 
Fernando Tatis Jr., baseball’s No. 2 overall prospect according to MLB Pipeline, as well as C Francisco Mejia (No. 
26), RHP Chris Paddack (No. 34), INF/OF Josh Naylor and RHP Anderson Espinoza. 


e Under Preller’s leadership, the amateur scouting department has drafted and signed each of the last two Gatorade 
Male High School Athlete of the Year award winners. In the first round of the 2017 First-Year Player Draft, the Padres 
selected LHP MacKenzie Gore, who is currently ranked No. 13 overall on MLB Pipeline’s Top 100 Prospects list for 
2019. In 2018, San Diego picked LHP Ryan Weathers (No. 93), the son of 19-year big leaguer David Weathers, 
seventh overall. The Padres’ 2016 draft netted LHPs Eric Lauer and Joey Lucchesi, RHPs Cal Quantrill and Reggie 
Lawson, INF Hudson Potts and OF Buddy Reed. Preller and his staff made an unprecedented number of international 
signings in 2016 as well, including Luis Patifio (No. 48 overall), Adrian Morejon (No. 49), Michel Baez (No. 72), Jeisson 
Rosario and Tirso Ornelas. 


e Shortly after the 2015 season came to an end, Preller hired new field manager Andy Green to lead the Major League 
team and build the Major League coaching staff. After standing firm at the 2015 trade deadline, Preller later acquired 
four of the Red Sox organization's top prospects in exchange for Craig Kimbrel, including LHP Logan Allen (No. 74 
overall on MLB Pipeline’s Top 100 list), OF Manuel Margot and INFs Carlos Asuaje and Javier Guerra. 


e In his first offseason with the Padres, Preller acquired OFs Matt Kemp, Justin Upton and Wil Myers, as well as C 
Derek Norris, all in a span of 24 hours on December 19, 2014. Those moves were among a total of 30 transactions 
in that timeframe, a Major League record for a day’s worth of transactions. In addition, he acquired RHP Brandon 
Maurer via trade. Preller made key acquisitions while retaining top prospects Austin Hedges, who went on to make 
his Major League debut in 2015, and Hunter Renfroe, who made his debut in 2016. 


e Preller has made key additions to the Padres baseball operations department, including Senior Advisor to GM/ 
Director of Player Personnel Logan White, Senior Director of Player Development Sam Geaney and International 
Scouting Director Chris Kemp, as well as Special Assistants Moises Alou, Dave Post and James Keller. Preller also 
promoted Mark Conner to director of amateur scouting, Pete DeYoung to director of professional scouting and Ben 
Sestanovich to director of player development. 


e Over 10 years in Texas, Preller held various baseball operations roles and oversaw multiple departments. He 
was integral to the Rangers’ efforts to upgrade the talent level throughout the system, playing an instrumental role in 
the club’s consecutive World Series appearances in 2010-11, as well as in the construction and organization of the 
Rangers’ development program in the Dominican Republic. From 2010-13, he served as a senior director of player 
personnel, overseeing professional, 
international and amateur scouting. 


e Prior to joining the Rangers, 
Preller spent three years in the 
baseball operations department of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, working 
with the professional, amateur and 
international scouting departments.

In 2016, the Padres joined forces with an 
existing local fundraiser to create Padres Pedal the Cause, the largest local athletic fundraiser 
in San Diego, supporting more than 30 collaborative cancer research projects to date. Over 
the last six years, Padres Pedal the Cause has raised more than $10,000,000 for cancer 
research and treatment centers in San Diego. As President of the Padres Foundation, Seidler is managing a series of 
50th Anniversary community projects, ‘Padres Thank SD’, the biggest single-year charitable initiative for the franchise. 


e Prior to joining the Padres, Seidler owned and/or operated minor league baseball clubs. His final stint was as 
President of the Visalia Rawhide (California League). Under Seidler’s leadership, the Rawhide went from having the 
lowest attendance among all 120 full-season minor league teams to breaking a 62-year-old attendance record in 2009, 
the first of four consecutive years of all-time record attendance.

e In January 2019, White was honored with the Legends in Scouting Award by the 
Professional Baseball Scouts Foundation for his 31 years of excellence in the scouting 
community. 


e White joined the Padres following 13 seasons with the Los Angeles Dodgers, joining in 
December 2001 as director of amateur scouting before being promoted to assistant general 
manager, amateur and international scouting in 2006 and vice president, amateur and international scouting in 2011. 
White most recently held the title of vice president, amateur scouting for the last two seasons. In that capacity, his 
primary responsibilities were overseeing the organization’s amateur scouting efforts, including the annual First-Year 
Player Draft, along with assisting the general manager in various capacities.

Under White’s direction, the Dodgers also drafted All-Star caliber 
players in later rounds, including Matt Kemp in the sixth round (2003), Nathan Eovaldi in the 11th round (2008) and 
Russell Martin the 17th round (2002). Later, White was instrumental in drafting and signing future NL Rookie of the 
Year winners Corey Seager (1st round, 2012) and Cody Bellinger (4th round, 2013). 


e In addition, White headed the Dodgers’ international scouting efforts from 2006-12, and was instrumental in helping 
sign outfielder Yasiel Puig (Cuba), and pitchers Pedro Baez (Dominican Republic), Julio Urias (Mexico), Hyun-Jin Ryu 
(Korea), Takashi Saito (Japan) and Hiroki Kuroda (Japan). 


e With White in charge of amateur scouting, the Dodgers’ 2004 First-Year Player Draft was rated by Baseball America 
as the best draft in the National League and second best in baseball. Its 2003 draft was tabbed as the best in the Major 
Leagues by the publication, and its 2002 draft was rated as the fourth-best in baseball. The Dodgers were the only 
team to have their draft rated in the top five in each of those three seasons. 


e Beginning his scouting career in 1988, White first served as an associate scout with the Seattle Mariners before 
moving on to be an area scout with the Baltimore Orioles from 1990-92. Prior to joining the Dodgers, he also served 
as the west coast supervisor for the San Diego Padres from 1993-95 and the west coast supervisor for the Orioles 
from 1996-2001. 


e Originally selected by the Seattle Mariners in the 23rd-round of the 1984 First-Year Player Draft out of Western New 
Mexico University, White played three seasons in the Mariners system prior to his scouting career.

TREVOR HOFFMAN 
SENIOR ADVISOR, BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


e Trevor Hoffman enters his fifth season as senior advisor to baseball operations, after 
spending the 2014 season as upper-level pitching coordinator, evaluating and helping 
coordinate all pitchers throughout the organization from the Double-A level through the 
Major League level. 


e Hoffman served the previous three seasons (2011-13) as special assistant to the president 
and chief executive officer, following his retirement from the playing field in January 2011. 


e The former pitcher had an 18-year Major League career that included parts of 16 seasons 
with the San Diego Padres, as well as time with the Florida Marlins and Milwaukee Brewers. 


e Hoffman was inducted to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in July 2018, along with 
Chipper Jones, Jim Thome and Vladimir Guerrero. He is the third player in Major League history to be enshrined in 
Cooperstown as a Padre, joining Dave Winfield (2001) and Tony Gwynn (2007). 


e With the second-most career saves in Major League Baseball’s history (601 in 677 opportunities), Hoffman completed 
his career with a 61-75 record, 2.87 ERA (347 ER/1089.1 IP), .211 opponent batting average and 1,133 strikeouts in 
1,035 relief appearances. The seven-time All-Star also finished in the top 10 in Cy Young voting and in the top 25 in Most 
Valuable Player voting on four occasions each. He was the first player in MLB history to reach the 500 and 600 save 
milestones and his nine total season of 40-plus saves are tied with Mariano Rivera for the most all-time. He recorded 
40-plus saves in four consecutive seasons twice (1998-2001 and 2004-07), the only pitcher to ever accomplish the 
feat twice. He also recorded a single season franchise record 53 saves during the 1998 National League title season. 


e In 2014, Hoffman was inducted into the San Diego Padres Hall of Fame. In 2011, the Padres retired his no. 51, an 
honor bestowed upon only four other Padres (Steve Garvey, Tony Gwynn, Randy Jones, Dave Winfield) and Jackie 
Robinson, whose number was retired in 1997 by Major league Baseball. Hoffman was immortalized with a statue at 
Petco Park in August 2018. 


e Also in 2014, Commissioner Allan H. (Bud) Selig announced that Major League Baseball will annually honor the 
top relief pitchers in the game with the “Mariano Rivera American League Reliever of the Year Award” and the “Trevor 
Hoffman National League Reliever of the Year Award,” to honor Baseball's all-time leaders in saves, both of whom 
spent their entire careers in one League: the 13-time A.L. All-Star Rivera (652 saves) and the seven-time N.L. All-Star 
Hoffman (601 saves). 


e A California native, Hoffman has been heavily involved in the local community since first joining the Padres in 1993. 
He has worked extensively with the National Kidney Foundation and Rady Children’s Hospital, while also donating his 
time and resources to numerous community and military outreach programs. Hoffman and his wife, Tracy, reside in 
Rancho Santa Fe. They have three sons, Brody, Quinn and Wyatt.

Is the longest tenured pitching coach in the National League and is tied with Chicago White Sox’ Don Cooper among 
all MLB pitching coaches. 

Since the beginning of his first full season in 2004, the Padres have posted a 4.01 ERA, tied for the eighth-best 
mark in baseball in that span and tied for the seventh-best among National League teams. 

In 2017, the Padres staff ranked tied for first in the Majors in forcing opponents to ground into double plays (156), 
second in ground balls induced (1,998) and third in ground ball percentage (48.2). 

In 2015, the Padres staff recorded a franchise-record 1,393 strikeouts, the fourth-most in Major League Baseball 
that season...the rotation itself recorded a franchise-record 890 strikeouts with four starting pitchers reaching 160 
strikeouts, including James Shields (216), Tyson Ross (212), lan Kennedy (174) and Andrew Cashner (165). 

In 2014, the Padres posted the fourth-best team ERA in the Majors and second-best in franchise history with a 
3.27 ERA, behind only the 1971 club’s 3.22 ERA...the 2014 squad’s 1,284 strikeouts were also second-most in 
team history behind 2010’s 1,295 strikeouts...the 2014 team’s 3.56 runs allowed per game allowed was the lowest 
mark in team history. 

The Padres boasted the third-best team ERA in the Majors with a 3.42 mark in 2011. 

The 2010 club posted a 3.39 ERA, ranking second in the Majors and was the lowest ERA among Padres staffs since 
1989...both the 2007 and 2010 clubs recorded a franchise-record 20 shutouts under his guidance. 

Guided the San Diego staff to a Major League-best 3.70 ERA in 2007 and a National League-best 3.87 ERAin 2006, 
marking the first two times in franchise history the team has led the league in ERA.

PADRES HALL OF FAME PRESENTED BY S 


The San Diego Padres Hall of Fame honors players, coaches and executives who have contributed to the organization’s 
growth and success since San Diego entered the Major Leagues in 1969. 


Fifteen individuals have been inducted into the San Diego Padres Hall of Fame since it was created to honor the club’s 30th 
anniversary in 1999. The inaugural class of ‘99 included Randy Jones, Nate Colbert and Ray Kroc. In 2000, outfielder Dave 
Winfield was the lone inductee, Buzzie Bavasi and Jerry Coleman were inducted in 2001, Tony Gwynn took his place in the 
Padres Hall of Fame in 2002; Dick Williams was inducted in 2009; Trevor Hoffman was honored in 2014; Benito Santiago 
and Garry Templeton were enshrined in 2015, Ted Williams and Ken Caminiti were inducted in 2016. Jack McKeon was 
bestowed the honor in 2017, and Kevin Towers was posthumously inducted in 2018.

=| Petco Park on July 1, 2016, showcasing the history of 
the San Diego Padres and baseball in San Diego. The 
experience of visiting the Padres Hall of Fame begins 
| outside the entrance on K Street, at Padres Hall of Fame 
Plaza, where the exterior courtyard links the Padres to 
the National Baseball Hall of Fame with a Padres in 
Cooperstown wall. The wall pays tribute to all players 
and coaches who have worn a Padres uniform and 
gone on to be inducted into the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y. The two players in franchise 
history who were inducted into the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame as Padres — Dave Winfield (2001) and Tony 
Gwynn (2007) — are prominently honored with replicas 
of their Hall of Fame plaques presented on pedestals 
in front of the wall. 


As fans enter the Padres Hall of Fame, they are greeted 
by a five-panel media wall, which features historical videos and other multi-media content. Three full walls of the 
space are occupied by an 80-foot-long, in-depth timeline, starting with baseball in San Diego in the era before the 
Padres (1871-1935), moving into the Pacific Coast League Padres both at Lane Field (1936-57) and at Westgate Park 
(beginning in 1958), and finally transitioning to the Major League Padres, through San Diego Stadium’s opening in 
1969 and into the present day at Petco Park. 


As guests reach the end of the timeline, they approach a state-of-the-art 4K theater featuring three Sony 120” 4K 
short throw projectors and an interactive kiosk where guests can select and watch their choice of video from a variety 
of historical moments and team achievements. At the center of the Padres Hall of Fame are 13 two-sided, eight-foot- 
tall panels dedicated to each current member of the Padres Hall of Fame. The illuminated panels depict imagery of 
these legendary members of the Padres family, along with information about their career highlights and personal 
achievements. Near the exit is the Padres All-Time Leaders wall presented by Sycuan, highlighting the top five players 
in Padres history in 12 different statistical categories. Upon exiting into Palm Court Plaza, guests will view the Padres 
Honors Wall, featuring memorabilia highlighting some of the highest honors Padres players have earned over the 
history of the franchise. 


BUZZIE BAVASI - INDUCTED 2001 


Already a veteran of nearly 30 years in the game, Bavasi joined C. Arnholt Smith’s effort to at- 
tract a National League franchise to San Diego in 1967 and, after securing a team, served as the 
Padres first president from the birth of the franchise until 1977. 


Bavasi was one of baseball's most respected executives. He began his career with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers in 1939, serving the organization in a variety of roles. Following a stint in the military as 
an infantry machine gunner from 1943-46, Bavasi served as general manager of the Dodgers 
Triple-A club in Montreal. In 1951, he was appointed vice president and general manager of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, a post he held through the club’s move to Los Angeles until he resigned to 
join the effort to bring the Major Leagues to San Diego. Bavasi passed away on May 1, 2008 in 
San Diego at the age of 93. 


KEN CAMINITI — INDUCTED 2016 


While Ken Caminiti played only four seasons in San Diego (1995-1998), they were arguably 
the four best seasons of his career. He won Gold Glove Awards three straight years, starting in 
1995. He was an All-Star in 1994, while with the Astros, and in 1996 and 1997 with the Padres. 
Caminiti became the first Padre to win the National League MVP award when he was unanimously 
recognized in 1996, the same year he won the Silver Slugger Award. In 1998, he helped lead 
the Padres to the World Series. 


Caminiti had a career-year in 1996, hitting .326 with 40 home runs, 109 runs scored and a 
franchise-record 130 RBI, helping the Padres win the National League West Division, sending 
San Diego to the playoffs for just the second time in franchise history. 


He passed away on October 10, 2004 at the age of 41.

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NATE COLBERT — INDUCTED 1999 


Nate Colbert emerged as the first bona fide star to wear a Padres uniform, becoming one of 
the game’s premier power hitters of the early 1970s. The first baseman made three All-Star 
appearances (1971-73) as a Padres player and led the team in home runs the first five years 
of its existence. 


Colbert's greatest achievement stands as one of the all-time best days a player has experienced 
in the Major Leagues. On August 1, 1972, Colbert hit five home runs and drove in 13 runs in a 
doubleheader in Atlanta. The RBI total established a record that has since been tied by St. Louis’ 
Mark Whiten (September 7, 1993 at Cincinnati), and the five home runs tied Stan Musial’s 1954 
Major League mark. Colbert’s 163 home runs stand to this day as the most in Padres history, 


while his .469 slugging percentage places him fifth on the club’s all-time list.

JERRY COLEMAN — INDUCTED 2001 


SS CJerry Coleman was the voice of the Padres for 42 seasons, stirring loyal fans across the region 
with his patented “Oh Doctor!” and “Hang a Star” calls, trademarks of Padres broadcasts from 
1972-2013. In 1999, Coleman was recognized by the Padres with a jersey retired in honor of 
his contributions not only to the club but also to the San Diego community. The Padres unveiled 
a star under the press box at Petco Park during the 2004 season and in 2005 he was inducted 
into the US Marine Corps Sports Hall of Fame while also receiving the prestigious Ford C. Frick 
Award from the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown. He was inducted into the National 
Radio Hall of Fame in Chicago as a member of the 2007 class. In January of 2010 he received a 
Lifetime Achievement award at the 60th annual Golden Mike Awards. On September 15, 2012, 
the Padres honored Coleman’s 70 years in baseball and 40 with the Padres with a pre-game 
ceremony at Petco Park, during which the club unveiled a statue of Coleman at the park while 
the mayor of San Diego proclaimed the day “Jerry Coleman Day.” 


Coleman’s distinguished broadcasting career included stops with the Yankees, as well as 22 seasons calling the CBS 
Radio Network’s “Game of the Week.” A former Major Leaguer, who left the broadcast booth in 1980 to become the 
Padres manager for one season, played on six World Series clubs in nine seasons (1949-57) with the New York Yan- 
kees, a key member of the greatest dynasty in baseball history. The second baseman made his Big League debut in 
1949, earning Associated Press Rookie of the Year honors. The following season, Coleman was an American League 
All-Star and the World Series Most Valuable Player, as the Yankees swept the Phillies in four games. 


Coleman, whose playing career was interrupted twice when he was called upon to serve the United States as a Marine 
pilot in World War Il and in Korea, retired with a lifetime .263 average, 16 homers and 217 RBI in 723 games. The only 
Major League player to see active combat in two wars, Coleman's distinguished military service record includes 120 
missions and two Distinguished Flying Crosses, 13 Air Medals and three Navy Citations. He passed away on January 
5, 2014 in San Diego at the age of 89. 


TONY GWYNN — INDUCTED 2002 


The greatest Padres player of them all, and one of the greatest hitters in the history of Major 
League Baseball, Tony Gwynn was the first-ever unanimous selection to the Padres Hall of Fame 
upon his retirement at the conclusion of the 2001 season. 


In 20 seasons (1982-2001), the man who will forever be known as “Mr. Padre” won a National 
League-record tying eight batting titles and was selected to 16 All-Star teams. 


He retired with a .338 career batting average and 3,141 hits in 2,440 games. Gwynn’s hit count 
includes 543 doubles, 85 triples and 135 home runs. He finished with 1,138 RBI and 319 stolen 
bases. 


The Padres career leader in virtually every offensive category, Gwynn retired 17th on the all-time 
Major League hit list, 17th on the doubles list and eighth on the all-time singles list. His .338 career average, the highest 
by any Major Leaguer since Ted Williams, is 22nd-best all-time. 


Gwynn played on each of the first three Padres Division Championship clubs (1984, 1996, 1998) and batted .371 in 
the club’s two World Series appearances in 1984 against the Tigers and in 1998 against the Yankees. 


Only the 17th player in history to spend his entire career of 20-or-more seasons with one club when he retired, Gwynn’s 
unwavering loyalty to the Padres and his undying devotion to the San Diego community further cemented his standing 
as Mr. Padre and one of the great ambassadors the game of baseball has ever known. 


Gwynn was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in July of 2007. He passed away on June 16, 2014 in 
Poway, CA at the age of 54.

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TREVOR HOFFMAN -— INDUCTED 2014 


The most successful closer in Padres franchise history and one of the best ever in the history of 
Major League Baseball, Trevor Hoffman was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
July 2018 and into the Padres Hall of Fame on August 30, 2014. 


Hoffman, who now serves as the Padres’ senior advisor to baseball operations, retired as Major 
League Baseball's all-time saves leader with 601 in 677 opportunities, a 61-75 record, 2.87 ERA 
(347 ER, 1089.1 IP), .211 opponent batting average and 1,133 strikeouts in 1,035 relief appear- 
ances. The seven-time all-star (1998, 99, 2000, 02, 06, 07, 09) also finished in the top 10 in Cy 
Young voting (1996, 98, 99, 2006) and in the top 25 in Most Valuable Player voting (1996, 98, 
2005, 06) on four occasions each. 


Over his 16 seasons with San Diego, Hoffman compiled a 54-64 record with 552 saves in 618 
opportunities (.893 save percentage), a 2.76 ERA (292 ER/952.1 IP), .211 opponent batting average and 1,029 strike- 
outs in 902 relief appearances. He was the first player in MLB history to reach the 500 and 600 save milestones and 
his nine total season of 40-plus saves are tied with Mariano Rivera for the most all-time. He recorded 40-plus saves in 
four consecutive seasons twice (1998-2001 and 2004-07), the only pitcher to ever accomplish the feat twice. He also 
recorded a single season franchise record 53 saves during the 1998 National League title season. 


A California native and San Diego resident, Hoffman has been heavily involved in the local community since joining 
the Padres in 1993. Hoffman was named the local recipient of the Roberto Clemente Award on six occasions and was 
honored with both the Lou Gehrig Award and Teammates for Kids Award in 2006. In addition, he received the Hutch 
Award in 2005 and was named the 1999 recipient of the Padres Chairman’s Award.

RANDY JONES — INDUCTED 1999 


Randy Jones was the first Padres pitcher to win the Cy Young award and earned tremendous 
popularity among Padres fans, a relationship that remains strong to this day. Jones, a left-hander 
who won the Cy Young in 1976 after going 22-14 with a 2.74 ERA and 25 complete games, remains 
the club leader in innings pitched (1766.0), starts (253), complete games (71) and shutouts (18). 


Jones was an All-Star in 1975 and 1976, establishing a unique rapport with Padres fans, who 
gave him a standing ovation as he approached the mound for every start. Jones remains an 
active ambassador for the Padres in the community, making dozens of appearances annually.

RAY KROC — INDUCTED 1999 

Ray Kroc bought the Padres franchise on January 25, 1974, when the club literally had packed 
and was prepared to move to Washington, D.C. An entrepreneur who created the McDonald’s 
fast-food empire, Kroc ensured that the Padres would remain in San Diego. 


He oversaw the club’s rise from a perennial loser in the standings and at the gate to a viable 
franchise that would win the National League pennant in 1984. After attendance only reached a 
season-high of at 644,272 before he purchased the club, the Padres drew more than one million 
fans every year except the strike-shortened 1981 season, and the team on the field grew to 
respectability, earning its first winning record in 1978. Kroc died in January 1984 and would not 
see his team reach the World Series that year — with the club carrying an “RAK” emblem on 
its uniform that season. Kroc’s wife, Joan, assumed the role of owner after his death, until her 
sale of the club in 1990. 


BENITO SANTIAGO — INDUCTED 2015 


Benito Santiago was unanimously named National League Rookie of the Year in 1987, the first 
in Padres franchise history. A five-time National League All-Star, four with the Padres (1989-92), 
he played seven of his first 20 Major League seasons for San Diego, hitting .264 (758-for-2872) 
with 124 doubles, 15 triples, 85 home runs and 375 RBI over 789 games from 1986-92. 


His four starts behind the plate for the National League All-Star team are the second-most starting 
nods at the Mid-Summer Classic in franchise history behind only Tony Gwynn and his 12 starts. 


The Puerto Rico native also received four Louisville Silver Slugger Awards (1987-88, 1990-91) 
and three Rawlings Gold Gloves (1988-90) in his career, all with San Diego. His career-best 
and franchise-record 34-game hitting streak during his rookie season in 1987 still stands as the 
longest hitting streak in Major League history by a rookie as well as the longest ever by a catcher.

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GARRY TEMPLETON — INDUCTED 2015 


Garry Templeton, who played 10 of his 16 Major League seasons with San Diego from 1982-1991, 
was the first shortstop inducted into the Padres Hall of Fame. The switch-hitter hit .252 with 195 
doubles, 36 triples, 43 home runs and 427 RBI over 1,286 games for the Padres. 


Templeton ranks second to Tony Gwynn among franchise leaders in several offensive categories, 
including games played, at-bats, hits and doubles and ranks fourth in triples, seventh in RBI 
and eighth in runs scored. He was named a National League All-Star for the Padres and team 
MVP in 1985 and earned a Louisville Silver Slugger Award in 1984. Over his 10 seasons in San 
Diego, he posted a .965 fielding percentage at shortstop, the best fielding percentage in franchise 
history at that position.

DICK WILLIAMS — INDUCTED 2009 

The Padres’ manager from 1982-85, Dick Williams led the Friars to a 337-311 record and .520 
winning percentage over four years, finishing at .500 or better each season. In the club’s 13 
seasons prior to his arrival, the team had posted just one winning season (1978). Under Williams’ 
guidance, the Padres went 92-70 in 1984, reaching the playoffs for the first time in franchise his- 
tory and advancing to the World Series. 


TED WILLIAMS — INDUCTED 2016 


Ted Williams, a Baseball Hall of Famer and 17-time All-Star, was a San Diego native who played 
with the Pacific Coast League Padres before making it to the Red Sox. A graduate of Herbert 
Hoover High School in San Diego, at age 17 he signed with the Padres during the club’s inaugural 
1936 season in the Pacific Coast League, batting .271 over 42 games. Williams hit .291 with 23 
home runs over 138 games the next year, helping the Padres to the PCL championship before 
signing with the Red Sox. 


In 1939, he started in his 19-year career with Boston that included a .344 career average and 521 
home runs, despite the time he spent serving in both World War II and the Korean War. Williams 
passed away on July 5, 2002 at the age of 83.

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DAVE WINFIELD — INDUCTED 2000 


Dave Winfield jumped directly into the Padres lineup off the University of Minnesota campus in 
1973. In eight Padres seasons, he was named to four NL All-Star teams (1977-80), led the club 
in home runs five times (1976-80) and paced the team in RBI six times (1974-75, 1977-80). The 
team MVP in 1978 and 1979, Winfield batted .284 with 154 homers, 626 RBI and 133 stolen bases 
for San Diego, the start of a 22-year Major League career which culminated in his election to the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in January 2001. Winfield was inducted into the Hall of Fame 
August 5, 2001, the first player to enter the Cooperstown shrine as a Padres player.

JACK McKEON — INDUCTED 2017 


“Trader Jack” McKeon spent 11 seasons as general manager of the Padres (1980-90), includ- 
ing the parts of three seasons he spent in the dual role of GM and manager (1988-90). He 
earned the sobriquet “Trader Jack” for his renowned ability to instigate and complete transac- 
tions. McKeon was 49-years-old when he began his role as general manager, and he made a 
multitude of the trades and signings that helped lead to the club’s 1984 National League title, 
including a 11-player trade with the St. Louis Cardinals. His most notable trade acquisitions in- 
cluded Garry Templeton, Terry Kennedy, Graig Nettles, Carmelo Martinez and Dave Dravecky. 
During the 1988 season, McKeon assumed the managerial title after the Padres got off toa 
16-30 start, becoming the 12th manager in franchise history. For parts of three seasons, he led 
the Padres 193 victories, boasting an .541 winning percentage. 


KEVIN TOWERS — INDUCTED 2018 

Kevin Towers, a former Padres player, scout and front office executive, was posthumously in- 
ducted on May 12, 2018 in a special pregame ceremony as part of a weekend-long celebration 
of the 20th anniversary of the 1998 National League Championship team. 


Towers was honored for his nearly thirty years of service with the Padres, most notably as 
general manager of the club from 1995 to 2009. Dubbed a “gunslinger” for his fearlessness 

in making trades, Towers was 34-years-old when he began his role as general manager after 
serving as the club’s director of scouting the previous two seasons. Under Towers, the Padres 
enjoyed some of the most successful years in club history, including four National League 
West titles (1996, 1998, 2005, 2006) and a National League pennant in 1998. 


The ’98 club, which set a franchise record for victories with 98, was comprised of a number 

of Towers’ acquisitions, including Wally Joyner, Chris Gomez, Greg Vaughn, Quilvio Veras, Sterling Hitchcock and 
Kevin Brown. Towers was also responsible for acquiring Phil Nevin, Ryan Klesko, Brian Giles, Adrian Gonzalez, 
David Wells and Heath Bell, as well as drafting future Cy Young Award Winner Jake Peavy, during his tenure in San 
Diego. The Padres held his

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On August 14, 2015 at Colorado, Matt Kemp hit for the first cycle 
in Padres team history, in the club’s 7,444th all-time regular 
season game.

1984 NA AL LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES 


The Padres rewrote National League history in 1984, becoming the first team in NLCS play and only the 
second team in Championship Series history to come back from a 2-0 deficit to win the series. The 1982 Mil- 
waukee Brewers had also accomplished the feat in the ALCS. 

The Chicago Cubs were not friendly hosts in the opening two games at Wrigley Field, knocking a total of six 
home runs, including five in the first game to take the contests, 13-0 and 4-2. But the Padres returned home 
following Game Two to a throng of thousands at San Diego/Jack Murphy Stadium, where they would play the 
final three games of the set. Consecutive record crowds filled the stadium as the Padres swept the trio of home 
games to move into San Diego’s first-ever World Series. 

There were plenty of heroes during the NLCS, but no star shined brighter than veteran first baseman Steve 
Garvey, who batted .400 (8-for-20) in the five games. It was his 4-for-5 performance in Game Four, which 
included a dramatic two-run home run off Cubs’ ace reliever Lee Smith in the bottom of the ninth that paved 
the way to his second career NLCS Most Valuable Player Award. Craig Lefferts earned the win in each of the 
final two games of the series to lead the mound corps. 

The Padres rallied from a three-run deficit in the fifth game to take a 6-3 decision and earn the right to face 
the American League Champion Detroit Tigers.

1984 WORLD SERIES 


In San Diego’s first-ever trip to the World Series, the Padres ran head-on into the team with baseball’s best 
overall record in 1984, the Detroit Tigers. The Tigers went wire-to-wire in first place to win the American League 
East. After a 31-5 start, Sparky Anderson's club finished the regular season with a 104-58 record, and then 
disposed of the Kansas City Royals in three consecutive games in the ALCS, while the Padres and Cubs went 
to the limit for the National League flag. 

Both contests at San Diego’s Jack Murphy Stadium were close, with the Tigers taking the opener, 3-2 and 
the Padres tying the series with a 5-3 win in Game Two. Kurt Bevacqua was the hero in the lone San Diego 
victory, going 3-for-4 with a fifth-inning, three-run home run off Dan Petry. Bevacqua, given the opportunity to play 
because the American League’s designated hitter rule was in effect for the 84 Fall Classic, took full advantage, 
hitting at a .412 (7-for-17) clip with two doubles, two homers and four RBI in the series. Andy Hawkins, who 
allowed only one run in 12.0 innings of work in three World Series relief appearances, earned the Game Two 
victory, working 5.1 shutout innings of one-hit relief as the Padres overcame a 3-0 first-inning deficit. 

Following the Padres Game Two victory, the scene shifted to Detroit for what turned out to be the final three 
games of the series. The hometown Tigers did not disappoint their faithful, riding the red-hot bat of Kirk Gibson 
to sweep the final three contests and win their fourth World Championship in club history. 

Tigers shortstop Alan Trammell, a San Diego-native, earned MVP honors, hitting .450 (9-for-20) with a 
double, two home runs and six RBI.

1996 NATIONAL LEAGUE DIVISION SERIES 


After winning the West on the last day of the regular season, the Padres faced the National League Central 
Champion Cardinals in the Division Series. St. Louis swept San Diego, outscoring the Padres by only five runs 
(15-10) in three close contests. 

In the opener at Busch Stadium, Gary Gaetti knocked a three-run home run off Joey Hamilton with two outs 
in the first inning. Cardinals hurlers Todd Stottlemyre, Rick Honeycutt and Dennis Eckersley made the lead 
stand up for the 3-1 victory. Rickey Henderson led off the sixth inning with a homer for the only Padres run. 
San Diego could not convert on opportunities to tie the score in the seventh and ninth innings en route to the 
series-opening setback. 

Game Two in St. Louis was decided during a dramatic eighth inning. The Padres, who had earlier trailed 1-0 
and 4-1, entered the eighth trailing by a score of 4-3. After Scott Livingstone and Henderson reached to open 
the inning, Tony Gwynn, batting against Honeycutt, sacrificed the runners over. A Steve Finley groundout tied 
the score, but the go-ahead run was stranded at third base. In the bottom of the inning, the Cardinals scored 
the winning run without managing a base hit. Tom Pagnozzi’s slow liner off Trevor Hoffman’s glove plated 
Brian Jordan to make the score 5-4. Eckersley saved his second consecutive game, and the Padres returned 
to San Diego in a 2-0 hole—the identical situation they faced a dozen years earlier before taking three in a 
row from the Chicago Cubs in the franchise’s only National League Championship Series appearance to date. 

Until the very end, Game Three resembled 1984. A sellout crowd of 53,899 fans at Jack Murphy Stadium 
cheered wildly as the Padres climbed back from 1-0 and 5-4 deficits. 

St. Louis pushed across a run in the first inning and was threatening for more when Archi Cianfrocco gunned 
down Ron Gant at home plate for an inning-ending double play. The Padres took a 2-1 lead in the second in- 
ning before Ken Caminiti added an opposite-field solo home run in the third. With the Cardinals holding a 5-4 
advantage after 7 1/2 innings, the San Diego third baseman put the final touch on his spectacular MVP season, 
drilling a Rick Honeycutt delivery over the right-centerfield wall for his third homer of the series, a game-tying shot. 

Just as visions of San Diego’s stirring 1984 playoff comeback were rekindled in the hearts and minds of the 
capacity crowd, the Cardinals’ Brian Jordan took control of the game with his glove and bat, ending the Padres 
magical season. With two outs in the eighth and pinch-runner Luis Lopez on second base, Jody Reed lined 
what appeared to be a go-ahead single to right-center. But Jordan raced over and dove head-first to spear 
the ball and end the inning. 

In the top of the 9th, Jordan broke a 5-5 tie with a crushing two-run homer to left. Eckersley came on one 
final time and, as Caminiti waited in the on-deck circle, retired Finley for the final out. Despite the heartbreaking 
loss, San Diego fans stood and cheered the Padres, who returned to the field from the clubhouse and in turn 
recognized the fans for keeping the faith during an unforgettable 1996 season.

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1998 NATIONAL LEAGUE DIVISION SERIES 


After winning the National League West by 9.5 games with a franchise-best 98-64 record, the Padres faced 
the Central Division Champion Houston Astros, winners of 102 regular-season games in the Division Series. 
The order was tall, and the prospect of facing 6-foot-10 Astros ace Randy Johnson twice in the best-of-five 
series made it all the more daunting. But as they did many times throughout their 98-win season, the Padres 
met the challenge. 

The tone was set in the series opener in Houston, an epic pitcher’s duel between Padres ace Kevin Brown 
and Johnson. As good as Johnson was, Brown was better, fanning a Division Series-record 16 batters and 
allowing only two hits in 8.0 shutout innings. The game was scoreless into the sixth, when Tony Gwynn doubled 
and scored on a sacrifice fly by Jim Leyritz. With Brown rolling, the Padres padded their lead in the eighth on 
a Greg Vaughn solo home run. Houston broke through with an unearned run off Trevor Hoffman in the ninth, 
but when the San Diego closer induced Carl Everett to fly out to center to end the game, the Padres had their 
first playoff win since 1984. 

Game Two was another nail biter at the Astrodome, and Houston carried a 4-2 lead into the 9th. However, 
with hard-throwing closer Billy Wagner on the mound and two outs, Jim Leyritz launched a long fly ball down 
the right-field line that somehow remained fair for an improbable game-tying two-run homer. The Astros came 
right back, pushing across the winning run on a Bill Spiers single in the bottom of the inning. The Padres left 
Houston with a split and returned home looking to close out the series. 

More than 3,000 fans awaited the Padres when they returned to “The Q” (Qualcomm Stadium) from Houston 
near midnight after Game Two. Their enthusiasm offered a lift as well as an early indication of the support to 
come throughout the postseason. A crowd of 65,235 packed The Q for a critical Game Three. Bruce Bochy’s 
gamble to send Brown back to the mound on only three days rest paid off, as the right-hander limited the Astros 
to one run on three hits over 6.2 innings. Jim Leyritz continued his October heroics with a tie-breaking solo 
home run in the seventh, and after Trevor Hoffman struck out the side in the ninth inning to preserve the 2-1 
win, the Padres were one win away from the National League Championship Series. 

With their backs against the wall, the Astros came back with ace Johnson in Game Four. Although he pitched 
another gem, again he would be outpitched. This time, Sterling Hitchcock did the honors, allowing just one run 
on three hits over 6.0 innings, walking none and striking out 11. The Padres got on the board first on another 
Leyritz homer, a solo shot to lead off the second. Leading 2-1 in the eighth, San Diego iced the series with a 
two-run triple by John Vander Wal and a two-run homer by Wally Joyner. Hoffman worked a 1-2-3 ninth, setting off 
the celebration for 64,898 fans. The Padres would move on to face the Braves in the NLCS with the 6-1 victory.

1998 NATIONAL LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES 


The Braves had been the “Team of the ‘90s” in the National League, and after 106 regular season wins and 
a sweep of the Cubs in the Division Series they looked stronger than ever in 1998. With a starting rotation 
full of Cy Young Award winners and future Hall of Famers and the home-field advantage, Atlanta was given a 
considerable edge heading into the National League Championship Series. 

The Padres had not played in the NLCS in 14 years, and their return was delayed even longer by Mother 
Nature as the start of the series opener at Turner Field was delayed 2:01 by rain. The game finally got started 
at 10:16 p.m. Not only did Game One start late, it also went long as the Padres needed a 10th-inning solo home 
run from Ken Caminiti to pull out a 3-2 series-opening victory. Starter Andy Ashby limited Atlanta to one run on 
five hits over 7.0 innings. Tony Gwynn went 2-for-5 with an RBI and Carlos Hernandez added a pair of hits. 

With Kevin Brown taking the ball in Game Two, the underdog Padres were suddenly primed to take the 
first two games from the Braves in their home ballpark. Brown did not disappoint, continuing his postseason 
mastery with a complete game, three-hit shutout, fanning 11 batters. Quilvio Veras had three hits and an RBI 
in the victory. The Friars headed home up two games to none. 

After out-pitching John Smoltz and Tom Glavine in Games One and Two, the Padres matched Sterling Hitch- 
cock against four-time Cy Young winner Greg Maddux in Game Three. Hitchcock and four relievers combined 
to allow just one run on eight hits and struck out 12. Trailing, 2-1, the Braves had one last chance in the eighth 
with the bases loaded and two outs, but Trevor Hoffman came in from the pen to fan Javy Lopez. The Padres 
won again, 4-1, this time in front of 62,779 crazed fans at “The Q” (Qualcomm Stadium). San Diego moved to 
within one win of a trip to the World Series. 

The Braves, however, refused to go down without a fight. An Andres Galaragga grand slam capped a six-run 
seventh, as Atlanta rallied for an 8-3 win in Game Four. The Braves then sent the series back to Atlanta with 
a stirring 7-6 win in Game Five. The key blow came on a three-run, eighth-inning homer by Michael Tucker off 
Kevin Brown. Brown had come out of the bullpen to try to protect a 4-2 lead. The long ball capped a five-run 
eighth, and the Braves hung on for a 7-6 win. 

Back at Turner Field, Sterling Hitchcock took it upon himself to assure that the Braves would not become the 
first team in postseason history to overcome a three-games-to-none deficit. The eventual NLCS MVP struck out 
eight in 5.0 innings of two-hit, shutout ball. Locked in a scoreless duel with Tom Glavine, the Padres exploded 
for five runs in the sixth. Brian Boehringer, Mark Langston, Joey Hamilton and Trevor Hoffman then combined 
for 4.0 innings of no-hit, no-run relief, as the Padres advanced to their second World Series with a 5-0 win.

As they did in their first World Series appearance 14 years earlier, the Padres ran into a club coming off of 
one of the greatest seasons in Major League history when they faced the New York Yankees in the Fall Classic. 
In 1984, the Detroit Tigers had raced out to a 31-5 start en route to 104 regular season wins and an eventual 
Series victory over San Diego. This time around, the Yankees had tied an American League record with 114 
regular season wins before edging out the Rangers and Indians in the AL playoffs. Although the Padres would 
go down in four consecutive games, they would not go down without a fight. 

After falling behind 2-0 after two innings in the series opener at Yankee Stadium, the Friars stormed to a 5-2 
lead on a two-run homer off the bat of Greg Vaughn in the third and back-to-back long balls by Tony Gwynn 
and Vaughn in the fifth. Gwynn’s two-run shot, which bounced off the facade of the upper deck in right field, 
would be among the most memorable moments of his Hall-of-Fame career. The lead held up until the seventh 
inning, when New York exploded for seven runs on two swings of the bat. Chuck Knoblauch tied the game 
with a three-run homer. Five batters later, Tino Martinez slugged a game-winning grand slam as the Yanks 
went on to a 9-6 Series-opening victory. 

The late-inning momentum carried into Game Two for the Bronx Bombers, who kept the Padres off the board 
in the top of the first when Paul O’Neill robbed Wally Joyner of extra-bases with a circus catch against the wall 
with two on and two out. New York then scored nine runs on 14 hits in the first five innings on the way to a 9-3 
win and a commanding two games to none lead before the series shifted to the West Coast. 

Although the odds were against their team, Padres fans kept the faith as they turned out in record numbers 
for Games Three and Four at Qualcomm Stadium. Sterling Hitchcock and David Cone matched each other 
pitch-for-pitch in Game Three until the sixth, when San Diego busted through in a scoreless game. An RBI 
single by Tony Gwynn followed by a throwing error gave the Padres a 2-0 lead. Ken Caminiti lifted a sacrifice 
fly two batters later, and the Padres led 3-0. But the Yankees came back again, with two in the seventh and 
three in the eighth on a back-breaking three-run homer off the bat of eventual World Series MVP Scott Brosius. 
The Padres closed to within 5-4 in the eighth and had the tying and winning runs on in the ninth before Mariano 
Rivera put out the fire and left the Yankees on the brink of the world championship. 

In front of the largest crowd to ever see a baseball game in San Diego — 65,427— the Padres and Yankees 
were locked in a scoreless tie in Game Four until the sixth, when New York broke through against Kevin Brown 
on an RBI groundout by Bernie Williams. Then in the eighth, the Yanks extended the lead on an RBI single by 
Brosius and a sac fly off the bat of Ricky Ledee. Rivera worked out of a bases-loaded jam in the eighth and 
shut down the Padres in the ninth as the Yankees closed out their 24th World Series Championship.

2005 NATIONAL LEAGUE DIVISION SERIES 


The Padres, crowned National League West Champions with an 82-80 record, traveled to St. Louis to face 
the NL Central Champion Cardinals in the second postseason meeting between the two clubs, having met in 
the 1996 NLDS. 

San Diego sent National League strikeout leader Jake Peavy to the mound in Game One while the Cardinals, 
owners of the best regular season record in baseball with a mark of 100-62, countered with ace Chris Carpenter. 
Peavy was tagged for eight runs on eight hits over 4.1 innings and was forced from the game by a fractured rib 
suffered earlier that would sideline him for the rest of the playoffs. The Padres rallied late, scoring three runs 
in the ninth to cut the lead to 8-5 before Ramon Hernandez struck out with the bases loaded to end the game. 

Pedro Astacio, the starting pitcher against the San Francisco Giants when the Padres clinched the NL West 
title on September 28, started for the Friars in Game Two at Busch Stadium. Despite allowing just three hits, 
Astacio was done in by three walks, including one to Albert Pujols that plated the Cardinals second run of the 
contest. The Padres scored two late runs and out-hit St. Louis for a second consecutive game, but fell by a 
score of 6-2. Mark Mulder earned the win, while Astacio was saddled with the loss. 

The Padres returned to San Diego two days later, trailing two games to none, to host the first-ever postsea- 
son game at Petco Park. St. Louis shortstop David Eckstein led off the game with a single off Woody Williams, 
who had spent parts of four seasons from 2001-04 with the Cardinals. Two batters later, Eckstein would score 
on a double by Albert Pujols. In the second inning, Eckstein added a two-run home run while Reggie Sanders 
connected for a two-run double to give him a NLDS-record 10 RBI for the Series and the Cardinals a 5-0 lead 
after two frames. To their credit, the Bruce Bochy led Friars mounted another comeback after trailing 7-0 after 
five innings, but Jason Isringhausen retired Ryan Klesko with two on in the ninth inning to preserve a 7-4 vic- 
tory and finish the three-game sweep.

2006 NATIONAL LEAGUE DIVISION SERIES 


San Diego won its second straight National League West Division title in 2006 and made back-to-back trips 
to the postseason for the first time in franchise history. The Padres finished with an identical 88-74 record as 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, but claimed the crown after winning the season series, 13-5. 

The Friars drew the St. Louis Cardinals in the first-round of the playoffs for the second consecutive year, 
marking the third playoff meeting between the two clubs since 1996. 

After taking two of three from the Cardinals in the final week of the regular season, the Padres sent ace 
Jake Peavy to the mound for Game One at Petco Park. Peavy blanked the Cards for 3.0 innings before giving 
up five runs over the next 2.1 frames. 2005 National League Cy Young Award winner Chris Carpenter limited 
San Diego to only one run as the Cardinals beat the Padres 5-1. 

Following an off day, the Padres sent veteran David Wells to the mound for Game Two. Wells held St. Louis 
to only two runs over 5.0 innings, but was opposed by Jeff Weaver who combined with four relievers to blank 
San Diego 2-0 in front of a hometown crowd of 43,463. 

Facing elimination, the Padres traveled to St. Louis for Game Three. Eleven-game winner Chris Young took 
the ball for San Diego and shut out the Cardinals for 6.2 innings at the new Busch Stadium. Russell Branyan 
gave the club its first lead in the series with a two-run double in the fourth inning, and all-time saves leader 
Trevor Hoffman pitched a perfect ninth for his first postseason save since the 1998 NLCS. The 3-1 win marked 
the first postseason victory for the Padres since clinching the National League Pennant in 1998. 

St. Louis returned Carpenter to the mound for Game Four and he was countered by veteran Woody Williams. 
Both starters surrendered two runs in the first inning but Carpenter settled in to throw 6.0 scoreless frames. 
The Cardinals struck for four runs in the sixth as the eventual World Series Champions sent the Padres home 
after a 6-2 defeat.

2018 AWARDS, HIGHLIGHTS & RANKINGS 


* The El Paso Chihuahuas finished the season in first place in the Pacific Coast League Pacific Southern Division, 
earning the fourth straight division title.

2018 AWARDS & HIGHLIGHTS 


The Fort Wayne TinCaps fell short of postseason play by a game but celebrated several highlights in 2018. 
TinCaps pitchers walked the fewest batters in the Midwest League (391) and had the best SO/BB ratio (3.12). 

¢ Defensively, the TinCaps set a franchise record by turning six double plays on May 11 @ Kane County. Shortstop 
Gabriel Arias was involved in turning all six, tying a MWL individual record. 

In August, INF Gabriel Arias became the first TinCap to hit for the cycle in more than 25 years, and LHP Ryan 
Weathers (the Padres’ seventh overall selection in the 2018 First-Year Player Draft) made his TinCaps debut. 
LHP MacKenzie Gore, San Diego's third overall selection in the 2017 First-Year Player Draft, struck out a career- 
high 10 batters in his start on 7/15. 

The TinCaps posted two six-game winning streaks during the season and celebrated their four millionth fan at 
Parkview Field in August. 

INF Esteury Ruiz swiped a MWL-best 49 SB, the most in the league since 2015 and the most by a TinCap since 
Mallex Smith also led the MWL with 64 SB in 2013. 

LHP Osvaldo Hernandez became the first-ever lefty for Fort Wayne to win the MWL Left-Handed Pitcher of the Year 
award, while LHP Travis Radke was awarded the MWL Left-Handed Reliever of the Year award (Fort Wayne’s first 
since Rusty Tucker in 2002). Hernandez was also named MWL Pitcher of the Week for the week ending on 8/12. 
Four TinCaps were named MWL Mid-Season All-Stars, including C Luis Campusano and LHPs Radke, Aaron Leasher 
and Nick Margevicius. Radke and Hernandez also made the MWL Post-Season All-Star Roster, the first time that Fort 
Wayne had multiple MWL Post-Season All-Stars in the same season since 2012 (Austin Hedges and Adys Portillo). 
The TinCaps’ ballpark, Parkview Field, was named the Best Ballpark in Class A by Ballpark Digest, and the TinCaps 
also earned Ballpark Digest’s “Continued Excellence Award” for 10 seasons of success at Parkview Field.

The San Diego Padres set new standards for Major League 
Baseball training facilities with their state-of-the-art Dominican 
Republic Baseball Park in Najayo, San Cristobal. 


Officially opened on April 30, 2008, the complex serves 
as the hub of the Padres’ Latin American operations where 
international players live and train year-round. The complex is 
also the home of the Dominican Summer League Padres. It 
served as the host location for the 2013 Padres’ Instructional 
League. 


The facility boasts two regulation-size playing fields and 
a half field, batting tunnels, covered pitching mounds, and a 
clubhouse containing Major League-caliber weight and training 
rooms. In addition, the complex has housing for over 60 players 
as well as managers and coaches and includes a kitchen and 
dining facilities. In an effort to create the ultimate facility, the 
Padres have incorporated on-site classrooms, a library and 
computer learning centers and have established a first-rate 
player education program.

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5) PETCO PARK INFORMATION 


OPENING DAY: April 8, 2004 


PETCO PARK ADDRESS: 19 Tony Gwynn Drive...the Padres 
announced the address during post-game ceremonies honoring 
“Mr. Padre,” Tony Gwynn, following the last game of his 20-year 
playing career on October 7, 2001...the frontage road between Park 
Blvd. and Seventh Avenue was officially renamed Tony Gwynn 
Drive on March 11, 2004. 


OFFICE ADDRESS: 100 Park Blvd., San Diego, CA 92101 


OWNERSHIP: Owned 70 percent by the City of San Diego and 30 
percent by the San Diego Padres for 30 years (through 2034), and 
100 percent by the City thereafter. 


BALLPARK OPERATOR: San Diego Padres Baseball Club, 
under a Joint Use & Management Agreement (JUMA) with City 
of San Diego. 


NAMING RIGHTS SPONSOR: Petco Animal Supplies, Inc., San 
Diego, CA. 


CAPACITY: 40,204 fixed seats, plus ADA accessible seating, ticking 
for numerous group/social spaces, and additional “Park Passes” that 
provide access to standing room locations throughout the ballpark 
and lawn seating in the Park at the Park. 


SECURITY: Prior to the 2015 season, as part of a Major League 
Baseball initiative to strengthen and standardize security practices 
across the League, CEIA walk-through metal detectors were 
installed at all Petco Park entry gates and access points. In addition 
to pre-existing bag checks prior to entry, all guests must now be 
screened prior to entering the ballpark, with no exceptions. 


PLAYING SURFACE: Bandera Bermuda overseeded with 
Ryegrass. 


FIELD DIMENSIONS: Prior to the 2013 season, the Padres 
altered the dimensions of Petco Park. From the right field porch 
to the right center gap, the wall was moved in 11 feet, and at the 
deepest point in left center field, the fence was moved in from 402 
feet to 390 feet. After the 2014 season, the club improved the left 
field seating area and in doing so, brought in the left field and left 
center field wall four feet.

OUTFIELD FENCES: Five feet tall from the Down the Line Suite 
presented by AMR in the corner of the Western Metal Supply Co. 
Building to the left field wall...seven feet tall from the left-field wall to 
the door that leads to the Padres bullpen at which point it increases 
to eight feet tall to the right side of the batter's eye. Prior to the 2016 
season, the wall in front of the Sun Diego Beach and the Craft 
Pier presented by Ballast Point was reduced from seven feet, ten 
inches tall to five feet, two inches tall.

Manufactured by Daktronics, the 
new 55.2’ by 31.2’ (1722.24 sq. ft.) video board uses 13mm 
HD product that boasts a max 11,000 nits, allowing for optimal 
viewing during bright sunny days. 


+The second video board allows for mirroring of the main 
board in left field for replays, features and crowd shots, as well 
as independent operation and unique content. 


«Prior to the 2016 season, a new LED ribbon board (3.5-feet 
tall by 70-feet wide) manufactured by Daktronics was installed 
along the fascia of the top level of The Pier in right-center field. 


«Prior to the 2015 season, the Padres installed a state-of-the- 
art high-definition video board. 


«The board measures 61.2-feet tall by 123.6-feet wide, 
covering 7,564.32 square feet, the third-largest in Major 
League Baseball and the largest in the National League 
(Safeco Field, 56.7’ x 201.5’ - 11,425 sq. ft. and Kauffman 
Stadium, 105’ x 84’ - 8,820 sq. ft.). 


«The video board itself, provided by Daktronics, is nearly five 
times the size of the previous video screen (30-feet tall by 53- 
feet wide; 1,590 square feet), which was in place since 2004 
when Petco Park opened. 


+The entire board can be run full-screen to show live action 
or video replays, or it can be split into sections for statistical 
information, graphics and animations. 


¢The video board’s resolution is 1224x2472, with 3,025,728 
total pixels. 


*New LED ribbon boards accompanied the new video board 
spanning nearly 750 feet along the first and third base lines on 
the Toyota Terrace Level (3.6-feet tall), as well as on the left 
field grandstand fascia (7.5 feet tall by 130-feet wide). 


«Sony also provided a state-of-the-art HD control room, 
including in-house production, broadcast and entertainment 
systems. 


of the fence that forms the Home Run Porch is 15 feet, 9 inches 
along the side nearest to center field, 25 feet, 3 inches along the 
front of the Home Run Porch at the first row of seats, and 15 feet, 
9 inches along the side that connects to the right field foul pole). 


LIGHTING: Petco Park took another major step toward energy 
efficiency and sustainability prior to the 2016 season, with 
the installation of Musco’s SportsCluster® LED™ system, in 
partnership with Cisterra Development. The Padres are the 
first team in the National League to install LED lighting. With 
specially designed optics, the new system cuts glare both inside 
and outside the ballpark, enhances television broadcasts and 
provides a stage-like atmosphere for spectators. Petco Park is 
now 100 percent LED. 


Ten “racks,” encompassing 460 light fixtures, all with 1,200-watt 
bulbs, except for 110, 130-watt housekeeping bulbs...the tallest 
light standards, which are in a vertical configuration, are atop 
the First Base and Third Base Towers — 205 feet above the 
playing field...other light standards, in a conventional horizontal 
configuration, are 190 feet above the field. 


PETCO PARK INFORMATION 


SIGHT LINES: Designed to provide the best and closest views of 
the game in Major League Baseball, re-directed seating angles 
maximize sight lines for baseball and comfort...all seats down the 
lines are angled toward home plate, to maximize views of the field 
from every seat...the top two decks are built on extended, 56-foot 
cantilevers to bring all seats lower and closer to the field. 


SEAT SPECIFICATIONS: Prior to the 2016 season, 222 new seats 
manufactured by American Seating were installed in the Lexus 
Home Plate Club. Fixed seats elsewhere around the ballpark are 
manufactured by Hussey Seating and measure 19, 20 or 21 inches 
in width, depending on location...all seats are Pacific Blue in color. 


PARK AT THE PARK VIDEO BOARD: Upgraded in 2014, the 
video board on the back of the Batter’s Eye, facing the Park at 
he Park, is 17-feet high by 29-feet wide. 


RIGHT FIELD LED RIBBON BOARD: In 2013, new LED ribbon 
boards were added to right field...upper right field board measures 
6-feet high by 192-ft. wide and the right field wall board measures 
7-feet high by 104-feet wide...both boards provided by Daktronics. 


AUDIO SYSTEM: Prior to the start of the 2014 season, Daktronics 
installed several new distributed loudspeakers in numerous 
ocations, replaced speakers in other areas of the park as well as 
completely retuned the entire sound system to provide a base level 
of uniform system operations...all systems are tied together using 
he latest state-of-the-art Digital Signal Processing Systems. 


CONCOURSE FLOORING: Between 2014 and 2015, approximately 
255,000 square feet of concourse flooring was replaced with 
decorative waterproof, flake flooring system manufactured by 
Neogard and installed locally by KTM Coating. 


DUGOUTS: The Padres dugout is located on the first-base side 
and is 57 feet long by 14 feet wide... the visitors’, on the third-base 
side, is 46 feet long by 14 feet wide...both dugouts have steps that 
lead to the field for half their length, and a rail on the other half. 


PROTECTIVE NETTING: The Padres extended the protective 
netting prior to this season, separating spectators behind home 
plate and down the foul lines from the field of play. The netting, 
manufactured by Promats® Athletics, features the latest technology 
‘Oo minimize the appearance of the net and provide an optimal 
viewing experience, while maintaining high safety standards. The 
netting was extended to the end of Section 116 in left field and 
Section 115 in right field, surpassing the suggested guidelines by 
MLB. The netting will reach a maximum height of 24-feet before 
apering down the foul lines and will be attached to both dugout 
ops, as well as the walls along the warning track. 


BULLPENS: The Padres bullpen in left field is 87’ 8” long by 27’ 
8” wide, and elevated 3’ 6” above field level...the visitors’ bullpen 
was re-located from the field before the 2013 season...is now tiered 
behind the home bullpen, elevated another 3’ 6”. It is 80’ 11” long 
and 27’ wide. The visiting team pitches east to west, while the home 
eam pitches west to east. Each bullpen has a separate entrance 
0 the playing field. 


BATTER’S EYE: Background for batters in center field is painted 
Pacific Blue, except for the side facing the Park at the Park, which is 
covered with green ivy...the structure houses an equipment storage 
room on the Field Level and “The Batter’s Eye Porch,” a pre- and 
post-game and special event area 30 feet high by 80 feet long in 
he Park at the Park...above this is a security command post anda 
10-foot rotational sign that provides a solid background when batters 
are at home plate and offsets rotating panels between innings. 


RETIRED NUMBERS: Prior to the 2016 season, Padres retired 
numbers were relocated from the top of the batter's eye to a more 
prominent location inside Home Plate Plaza, where fans can see 
hem up close and take photos with them. In addition, retired 
numbers are now positioned on the upper deck fagade behind home 
plate, above the Jerry Coleman Broadcast Center and adjacent 
press box. The numbers — No. 6, Steve Garvey; No. 19, Tony 
Gwynn; No. 31, Dave Winfield; No. 35, Randy Jones; No. 51, Trevor 
Hoffman; No. 42, Jackie Robinson (retired throughout Major League 
Baseball in 1997) — are flanked by the players’ first and last name in 
white — the start of a Padres’ ring of honor around the upper deck. 


PADRES HALL OF FAME 


The Padres Hall of Fame, presented by Sony, showcasing the 
history of the San Diego Padres and baseball in San Diego, 
opened at Petco Park on July 1, 2016. Located on K St. just inside 
the Gaslamp Gate, it features a five-panel media wall, an 80-foot- 
long, in-depth timeline, a state-of-the-art 4K interactive theater, and 
historical memorabilia throughout. The centerpiece of the space is 
13 two-sided illuminated panels dedicated to each current member 
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of the Padres Hall of Fame. The panels depict imagery of these 
legendary Padres, while telling the story of their career highlights 
and personal achievements. 


TEAM CLUBHOUSE FACILITIES 


¢ Clubhouses are located on the Field Level, with direct access to 
the dugouts and service corridor. 


¢ The home clubhouse is approximately 16,500 square ft, including 
a 3,560 square foot locker room with 40 cubicles (4 feet wide), 
configured in a circle...the home clubhouse includes a 240 square 
foot video coaching area located near the home (first base) dugout, 
with access from inside and outside the clubhouse...other facilities 
include a 7,580 square foot, fully-equipped weight and exercise 
room, dry sauna, hydrotherapy room, player lounge and kitchen, 
manager's office, coaches’ locker room, rehab room, medical 
facilities, offices, laundry, media interview room and storage. 


The visitors’ clubhouse is approximately 8,990 square ft., including 
a 2,140 square ft. locker room with 40 cubicles, training room, 
manager's office, coaches’ locker room, weight and exercise room, 
player lounge and kitchen, laundry and storage. 


Internal batting and pitching tunnels (two for the home team, one 
for the visiting team) are located on the Service Level with access 
to the clubhouses and are fully-equipped, including cameras for 
video recording...tunnels are sized to accommodate two batters 
and/or two pitchers. 


Views to the home batting tunnel are available from the Lexus 
Home Plate Club through one-way glass so club patrons can 
observe players at work. 


Other facilities include an auxiliary locker room (approximately 
2,040 square ft.), with an operable partition, the umpires’ locker 
room (approximately 910 square ft.), a home team family waiting 
room, a visiting team family waiting room and a greenroom/VIP 
dressing room. 


SEATING DECKS: Three (Field Level, Toyota Terrace Level, 
Upper Deck). 


PARK AT THE PARK:A landscaped park of 2.8 acres beyond the 

outfield fence, featuring a video board on the back of the Batter’s 

Eye, Picnic Hill (gently sloped area for lawn seating with views of 

the game and video board), “tot lot” play area, children’s baseball 

diamond and portable concessions. 

¢ Petco Park is the first Major League ballpark since Forbes Field 
in Pittsburgh (closed in 1970) to have a park adjacent to the 
outfield... The Park at the Park is a ticketed area and vital part 
of the baseball experience on game days, including admission 
to conveniences and amenities of the seating bowl with a Park 
Pass during ticketed events...it functions as a special events 
venue when there is no game and daily as a neighborhood park. 


WESTERN METAL SUPPLY CO. BUILDING: The historic brick 
warehouse that housed the Western Metal Supply Company, which 
dates to 1909 and has ties to the Old West, was renovated and 
incorporated into the ballpark, with the left-field foul pole attached 
to its southeastern corner...the building holds the Padres Majestic 
Team Store on the first floor, 12 party suites (available on an 
individual game basis) on the second and third floors, a restaurant 
with terrace dining on the fourth floor, and another restaurant and 
group space on the rooftop, 80 feet above field level. 


WI-FI: Introduced in 2012, the Padres provide wireless internet 
access to fans at Petco Park in partnership with Verizon. 


OTHER UNIQUE FEATURES 


¢ In 2016, the Padres unveiled a two-level social space in right- 
center field inspired by San Diego’s beach lifestyle, featuring 
pilings and decking constructed from environmentally friendly 
recycled composite wood. The lower level, the Sun Diego 
Beach, is utilized as a group space, while the upper level, The 
Craft Pier presented by Ballast Point, is a multi-use area. In 
total, the space accommodates nearly 600 people in a standing 
room only capacity. The space was constructed in the location 
previously occupied by The Beachers seating area and The 
Beach play area. As part of the design, the children’s sand play 
area was preserved and relocated to a space along K Street, 
further removed from the playing field and safe from balls in play. 
Partners on this project were San Diego-based architecture firm 
Larimer Design and Clark Construction. 


¢ 2015's left field renovation project included the debut of several 
new social spaces and seating areas, including The Landing 
presented by Estrella Jalisco, a private 300-person group space 
immediately below the video board and the Down the Line Suite 
presented by AMR on the ground floor of the Western Metal 
Supply Co. Building. Also introduced in 2015 was the Hideaway 
presented by Deep Eddy Vodka down the left field line on the 
Toyota Terrace level. 
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5) PETCO PARK INFORMATION 


The On-Deck Suite, introduced in 2014, is an eight-person 
suite next to the visitor’s dugout, giving fans an unprecedented 
view of the action...closer to the batter’s box than the pitcher 
on the mound is. 


The T-Mobile Home Run Deck, created in 2013, is nestled just 
beyond the wall in right field and houses 56 seats. 


Unveiled in 2016, The Barkyard presented by Petco consists 
of six semi-private, premium dog-friendly box seats in Petco 
Park's left-center field, available for every Padres home game. 
Each of the six boxes in The Barkyard can accommodate up to 
our people and two dogs. The Barkyard features a designated 
entrance from K Street in the Park at the Park, a check-in area 
staffed by a Petco brand ambassador, and a watering station 
near check-in. A Padres pet concierge is on-hand to escort fans 
and their dogs to and from The Barkyard. Conveniently located 
just a short walk from the designated Pet Relief Area in the Park 
at the Park, The Barkyard is tailored to a dog’s needs. Each 
box offers umbrellas to protect dogs from the sun and specially 
selected easy-to-clean artificial turf that does not retain heat, to 
ensure every pup’s paws stay cool. 


Picnic Terraces, to the left of the Batter’s Eye, have tiered picnic 
ables and are intended primarily as a group sales area. 


Palm Court Plaza, with 13 palm trees and 13,588 bricks, of which 
10,842 are personalized, commemorative bricks. 


Omni San Diego Hotel and The Metropolitan (36 luxury 
condominiums on the top 11 floors of the hotel) connected to 
he main concourse by a pedestrian skybridge. 


The audio and video graphics to celebrate Padres players’ home 
runs at Petco Park have a distinct military and nautical flavor. 
The sound of a ship’s horn is an actual recording of the horn 
of the Navy’s USS Ronald Reagan (CVN-76) nuclear aircraft 
carrier, which was formerly home-ported in San Diego. To 
accompany the horn, fireworks blast from the top of the video 
board during night games. 


ARCHITECTURAL FEATURES 


Seating bowl “fractured” by first base and third base Towers 
housing vertical light standards and other elements to create 
distinctive “seating neighborhoods.” 


First base and third base Garden Buildings house concession 
areas, premium seating club membership lounges, offices, 
restrooms and other programming elements usually housed 
inside a ballpark. 


Spacious concourses and terraces afford outstanding views of 
San Diego Bay, Coronado Bay Bridge, downtown skyline, Pacific 
sunsets, glimpses of Balboa Park and mountains to the east. 


LANDSCAPE 


¢ Entire ballpark is designed and landscaped to “be a garden.” 


Landscape includes plants inside as well as outside, vines and 
flowering vegetation spilling over bridges, walkways and trellises. 


Wall of flowing water at Home Plate Plaza captures the spirit of 
San Diego’s casual, coastal lifestyle. 


Garden Buildings feature bougainvillea and colorful planters. 
Jacaranda trees line the main entrance, Home Plate Plaza 
features coral trees at the top of the staircase and palms, and 
Palm Court Plaza features signature palm trees. 


Park at the Park features landscaped lawn, flowering trees, 
shrubs, gardens with perennials and annuals selected to bloom in 
sequence throughout the year, and plantings evoke the gardens 
of Balboa Park and flower fields of Carlsbad. 


Landscape and vegetation selected to be “water-wise,” low 
allergenic, and environmentally responsible, requiring minimal 
use of pesticides and toxic chemicals. 


ENVIRONMENTAL FEATURES: An agreement with the 
Environmental Health Coalition comprehensively addressed 
issues of air and water quality, urban runoff, removal of hazardous 
materials, and use of pesticides and toxic chemicals in the 
construction and operation of the ballpark...progressive recycling 
and waste management programs also help make Petco Park one 
of the greenest ballparks in Major League Baseball. 


GOING SOLAR: Prior to the 2018 season, the Padres and 
Petco Park continued their efforts as industry leaders in energy 
sustainability with the installation of a 336,520-watt Sullivan Solar 
Power system. The project consists of 716 high-efficiency, 470-watt 
solar modules and will generate 330 kilowatts of solar power, enough 
to power the entire Padres front office. The solar power system will 
serve as the largest solar power system in Major League Baseball. 
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MORE THAN A BALLPARK 


In addition to serving as the home of the Padres, Petco 
Park also hosts concerts, special events and other sporting 
events. In November 2018, it hosted the fourth annual nine- 
hole golf event, The Links at Petco Park, in partnership 
with Callaway Golf. The venue transitioned into an outdoor 
hoops arena in 2015 for the Bill Walton Basketball Festival, 
featuring a week of community events, tournaments and 
high school games, culminating in the SDSU vs. USD men’s 
basketball game. In early 2019, the park welcomed monster 
trucks and dirt bikes back, as host of Monster Jam and 
Monster Energy Supercross. The inaugural World Baseball 
Classic semi-finals and final were played at Petco Park in 
2006, with the site playing host to second-round games 
in 2009 and 2017. Petco Park has hosted the 2014 Davis 
Cup, the USA SEVENS Rugby tournament and international 
soccer matches including the Tijuana Xolos. Petco Park 
also serves as a year-round concert venue, having hosted 
The Rolling Stones (Nov. 2005 & May 2015), Madonna 
(Nov. 2008), Taylor Swift (Aug. 2015), Billy Joel (May 2016), 
Metallica (Aug. 2017) and most recently The Eagles, Zac 
Brown Band, Journey and Def Leppard (Sept. 2018). In 
June of 2019, Sir Paul McCartney returns to Petco Park for 
the first time since his 2014 show.

MR. PADRE 


The nine-foot, 1,200-pound bronze likeness of “Mr. Padre” was un- 
veiled at the Park at the Park prior to the Padres vs. Phillies game 
on July 21, 2007 as part of “Tribute to Tony Weekend,” honoring 
the 2007 National Baseball Hall of Fame inductee. The statue was 
molded by sculptor William Behrends, whose artistic credits include 
a statue of Willie Mays at San Francisco’s AT&T Park.

THE COLONEL 


On September 15, 2012, the Padres honored the late Jerry Coleman’s 
70 years in baseball and his 40 years with the Padres in a pre-game 
ceremony at Petco Park, during which the club unveiled a bronze 
statue of Coleman at the ballpark, standing at 7.5’ tall, weighing 
650 Ibs. It depicts Coleman in the uniform he wore as a pilot in the 
Marine Corps. San Diego Mayor Jerry Sanders proclaimed the day 
“Jerry Coleman Day.” 


TREVOR TIME 


“Hells Bells” blared through the speakers at Petco Park on August 18, 
2018 as the club celebrated one of its most iconic figures in Trevor 
Hoffman. After his induction into the National Baseball Hall of Fame, 
Hoffman’s statue was unveiled prior to the Padres vs. D-Backs game 
as part of a weekend-long celebration for the closer. William Behrends 
sculpted the nine-foot, 1,000 pound likeness, which overlooks the 
bullpen in left-centerfield and depicts Hoffman’s signature high leg kick.

MEDIA GUIDELINES 


CREDENTIALS: Media credentials are only issued to working members of the media and are non-transferable. 
The Padres shall issue full-season credentials to those media members who will cover the club on a regular 
basis throughout the season. Credentials will be issued on a game-by-game basis to members of the media 
who expect to cover the team periodically throughout the season. Credentials provide access to areas of 
Petco Park as designated on each individual credential. Any unauthorized use of a credential shall result in 
confiscation of the credential and ejection from Petco Park. 
* Credential requests can be made online at https://credentials.mlb.com no later than 24 hours before the requested 
date. All questions and inquiries regarding credentials should be directed to the Padres Communications office 
at credential@padres.com. 


* Credentials may be picked up at the Media window within Home Plate Plaza beginning four hours before game time. 


PARKING: Media parking is available on a limited basis in the Lexus Premier surface lot and MTS Garage 
on the corner of Park Boulevard and Imperial Avenue, conveniently located near the VIP/Media Gate. Please 
contact the Padres Communications Department to arrange for parking passes that provide complimentary 
admission to a parking lot. 


CLUBHOUSE ACCESS: The Padres clubhouse opens only to media with approved credentials. The clubhouse 
will be open for a period of at least 50 minutes before each game, typically around three and one-half hours 
before game time but earlier on days with early batting practice. Please check with the Padres Communications 
department for timing. The clubhouse -will always close once the team takes the field for batting practice. No 
still photographers will be granted pre-game clubhouse access. While clubhouses are closed, approved media 
may access the field and dugouts through the tunnel located alongside the press elevator behind homeplate. 
Following all games, the clubhouse opens no later than 10 minutes after the final out. 
* The Padres clubhouse is located on the first base side and the visitors clubhouse on the third base side. Access 
to the visiting clubhouse shall be regulated by the visiting club. 
* The Padres clubhouse may be closed at any time at the discretion of the manager or a club Communications 
representative. 
* All non-BBWAA credential holders must sign in before entering the clubhouse. As per Major League Baseball 
guidelines, the umpires’ dressing room is off limits to the media. 


FIELD ACCESS: Members of the media whose credentials provide for field access are asked to be respectful of 
players and coaches who are preparing for a game, and, for their own safety, to remain in foul territory, between first 
and third base at all times. Members of the media are asked to refrain from conducting interviews during stretch and 
batting practice. No one under the age of 18 is permitted on the field. 


PRESS BOx: The Petco Park press box is located on the Toyota Terrace Club Level. To access the press box from 
the service level, please take the press elevator to the Toyota Terrace Club Level. 


Press box seating is available to accredited members of the working media on assignment only. Credentialed members 
of the media without an assigned press box seat may sit at any unassigned location in the top row of the press box. The 
Padres ask for the cooperation of the media in maintaining a professional working environment. Cheering, rooting or 
clapping of any kind for either team in the press box shall result in credential revocation and ejection from the ballpark. 


GAME INFORMATION: Statistics and game notes for both clubs are made available in the press box and on 
padrespressbox.com at least two hours prior to game time. Starting lineups are distributed as soon as they are available 
from both teams. Following the game, post-game notes, official boxscores, play-by-play reports and updated statistics 
will be made available approximately 10 minutes after the final out. 


WIRELESS INTERNET: Complimentary Wireless Internet access is available in the press box. Contact the 
Communications Department for details or view signage in the press box area. 


INTERVIEW REQUESTS: Requests to interview Padres players or coaches should be made through the Communications 
Department at least one day in advance. 


AUTOGRAPHS/PHOTOS PROHIBITED: All credentialed members of the media are prohibited from requesting 
autographs, equipment or photos from players AT ALL TIMES. Any violation of these guidelines will result in immediate 
revocation of the credential and could bar future use. 


PHONE USAGE/LIVE TRANSMISSIONS: The use of cellular phones, including text messaging, is prohibited in the 
dugout and in both clubhouses. Live transmissions are permitted from Petco Park by non-rightsholders prior to and 
after every game telecast.

2019 marks Ted Leitner’s 40th season behind the microphone for “My Padres.” 


Now in his 42nd year broadcasting in San Diego, Leitner is also the voice of San Diego 
State University Aztecs football and basketball. 


Leitner spent 25 years (1978-2002) as sports anchor for KFMB-TV (CBS 8) in San Diego. 


Leitner’s previous play-by-play credits include the National Football League’s San Diego 
Chargers and Philadelphia Eagles, the National Basketball Association’s San Diego Clippers, 
the University of Oklahoma and the University of Connecticut. 


Leitner studied TV and radio broadcasting at Oklahoma State University and earned his 
Master’s degree in Radio/Television/Film from the University of Oklahoma in Norman. 


A fixture in the San Diego community, he has served as master of ceremonies at several Padres events over the years, 
including Opening Day ceremonies, Padres Hall of Fame induction ceremonies and 2012's Jerry Coleman Day, honoring 
Coleman’s 70 years in baseball. He has also served as MC for the memorials of Coleman and Mr. Padre, Tony Gwynn. 


Leitner has six sons: twins Nicholas and Ryan, Mark, Matthew, Jordan and Teddy, a daughter, Kristin and 3 
granddaughters: Scarlett, Cecily & Sofia. 


JESSE AGLER 


2019 marks Jesse Agler’s sixth season as a member of the Padres’ broadcast team, his fourth 
as a primary voice for Padres radio broadcasts on the club’s flagship staion 97.3 The Fan. Agler 
also serves as the fill-in announcer on Padres telecasts on FOX Sports San Diego. He previously 
served as the host of Padres Social Hour, as well as the club’s fill-in play-by-play announcer. 


Agler joined the Padres front office in February of 2014 as director of content, a role in which 
he oversaw all club digital and social operations, including the integration of content for padres. 
com and Padres social media accounts. 


During the baseball offseason, Agler calls play-by-play of national radio broadcasts on Compass 
—_ Media Networks for NFL, NCAA football and NCAA basketball games. 


Having come to San Diego by way of Miami, Agler spent four seasons as the pregame, halftime and postgame host on the 
Dolphins Radio Network, also calling select preseason games during that time period. In 2013, he did television play-by-play 
for the Dolphins’ preseason games on CBS-4. 


In addition to his gameday duties, Agler hosted The Finsiders, the Miami Dolphins’ daily multimedia talk show, airing on radio 
(940-WINZ), Dolphins.com and FOX Sports Florida. He also served as host of the TV show Finsiders Final Drive, which aired 
weekly on FOX Sports Florida and locally in Miami on the NFL Network. 


Agler began his professional career in 2005. His experience includes serving as pregame, halftime and postgame radio host 
for the then-Florida Marlins, the Florida Panthers and the University of Miami Hurricanes’ football and basketball teams. Agler 
has also previously been the fill-in play-by-play announcer for the Marlins. 


A graduate of the University of Miami, Agler’s first job out of college was calling baseball games for the Elkhart (KS) Dusters 
of the Jayhawk League. Agler and his wife, Tovah, reside in San Marcos with their son, Jonah.

DON ORSILLO 


Don Orsillo made his debut as a member of the Padres’ broadcast team in 2016, calling games 
for both television and radio broadcasts. After assuming the full-time television play-by-play 
duties in 2017, Orsillo returns in 2019 for his fourth season in San Diego. 


In addition to his work for the Padres, Orsillo has called regular season games for FS1 and 
TBS during the 2016-17 seasons and FOX Saturday baseball and MLB on TBS during the 2018 
season. Orsillo came to San Diego from Boston, where he spent 15 seasons with NESN as the 
primary play-by-play announcer for the Red Sox. While at NESN, he also hosted the weekly 
Red Sox Report, as well as the offseason weekly program Hot Stove Live. 


In addition to his postseason experience with the Red Sox, Orsillo called MLB Division Series 
games on TBS from 2007 to 2013 and again during the 2018 postseason.

Orsillo’s broadcasting repertoire also includes college basketball and hockey, having called both Boston College basketball 
games and Hockey East matches on NESN, as well as Providence College basketball games on the Big East Network/ 
ESPN PLUS. 


Orsillo’s numerous accolades include two Emmy Awards for outstanding play-by-play (2003 and 2004) and two New England 
Sports Best Play-by-Play awards (2014 and 2015). He was named Massachusetts Sportscaster of the year in 2005. 


Through his role with the Red Sox, Orsillo has appeared in a number of motion pictures, including 2013’s The Heat, 2010's 
The Town and 2005’s Fever Pitch. 


A graduate of Northeastern University, Orsillo began his broadcasting career in minor league baseball, calling games for the 
Pittsfield Mets (1991-92), Binghamton Mets (1993-95), and Pawtucket Red Sox (1996-2000). He also has previously called 
minor league hockey (Springfield Indians/Falcons 1991-96). 


Orsillo has two daughters: Sydney, 18, and Madison, 16. He and his wife Kathy reside in Coronado. 


MARK GRANT 


Mark Grant returns to FOX Sports San Diego in 2019 for his 24th season as color analyst for 
Padres television broadcasts. 


No stranger to San Diego baseball, Grant pitched for the Padres from 1987-90. Originally selected 
by the San Francisco Giants with the 10th pick in the first round of the 1981 Draft out of Joliet 
(IL) Catholic High School, he played parts of eight Major League seasons with San Francisco, 
San Diego, Atlanta, Seattle, Houston and Colorado. Grant went 22-32 with eight saves and a 
4.31 ERA in 233 games (58 starts). He recorded a career-high eight wins and posted a 3.33 
ERA for the Padres in 1989. 


Grant began his broadcasting career at KFMB Radio in 1994 as a sports anchor and talk show 
host. After retiring from baseball in 1995, he provided analysis of Prime Sports’ Padres broadcasts 
in 1996, then joined Channel 4 San Diego upon its inception in 1997. In 2012, he was part of 
the on-air team that helped launch the new regional sports network FOX Sports San Diego. 


Grant is active in the community, where he works with the Down Syndrome Association of San Diego and has been associated 
with the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation of San Diego since 1987. Additionally, he serves as a spokesperson for St. Madeleine 
Sophie’s Center in El Cajon, a vocational and educational center for developmentally disabled adults. 


Grant and his wife, Mary, reside in Alpine with their daughter, Alexis, and two sons, Andrew and Aidan. 
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BROADCASTERS 


TONY GWYNN JR. 


Tony Gwynn Jr. returns for his third season as part of the Padres’ broadcast team in 2019 
after returning to San Diego prior to the 2017 season. Gwynn Jr. will once again serve as 
both an analyst for FOX Sports San Diego and select Padres radio broadcasts. 


Son of legendary “Mr. Padre,” Gwynn Jr. played for the Padres from 2009-10. Originally 
selected by the Milwaukee Brewers in the 2nd round of the June 2003 draft out of San 
Diego State, he played parts of eight Major League seasons with Milwaukee, San Diego, 
Los Angeles and Philadelphia. Gwynn Jr. batted a career .238 (381-for-1,600) with 48 
doubles, 23 triples, seven home runs, 98 RBI and 192 runs scored in 685 games played. 


Gwynn Jr. began his broadcasting career in 2016 after joining the broadcast team for the 
Dodgers’ postgame show on AM 570 LA Sports Radio. He currently serves as co-host of 
“Gwynn & Chris” on 97.3 The Fan and resides in San Diego with his wife, Alyse, their son 
Trey, and three daughters, Makayla, Jordan and Leighton. 


EDUARDO ORTEGA 


Eduardo Ortega, the Spanish-language voice of the Padres, will be calling Padres games 
for the 33rd season in 2019, his 39th year in the broadcasting business. Ortega does play- 
by-play for both Spanish radio (KEMO) and Spanish television (FOX Deportes) broadcasts. 


One of the most highly regarded Spanish-language sports broadcasters in the business, 
Ortega has broadcast in the postseason since 1993 for various outlets, including CBS 
Hispanic Radio Network, Cadena Caracol, LBC Radio Network and ESPN Deportes radio. 


He has called 18 MLB All-Star Games, 23 World Series and five no-hitters. Milestones Ortega 
has called include Tony Gwynn’s and Ricky Henderson’s 3,000th hits, Randy Johnson’s 
4,000th strikeout, Mark McGwire’s 500th homerun, Barry Bonds’ 700th and 755th home 
runs, Trevor Hoffman’s breaking of the all-time saves record, Hoffman’s 500th career save, Greg Maddux’s 350th 
victory, both cycles in Padres history and four of San Diego’s five division titles. 


Ortega handled the play-by-play worldwide telecasts of the Caribbean Series for Galavision and Fox Sports for 12 
seasons and was the lead Spanish play-by-play voice for the World Baseball Classic in 2006, 2009, 2013 and 2017. 


In addition to his time with the Padres, Ortega served one season (1991) as the voice of the San Francisco Giants, 
four years as play-by-play announcer for the Tijuana Potros of the Mexican-Pacific Winter League, two seasons 
broadcasting for Tijuana’s team in the northern Sonora Double-A Summer League, and one year as the voice of the 
Cotton Growers of Torreon, in the Mexican Summer League. Since 2005, he has been the radio voice of the Mexicali 
Aguilas in the Liga Mexicana del Pacifico, and starting in 2015, on the national cable television network Megacable. 


In 2015, Ortega was inducted into the Hispanic Heritage Baseball Museum Hall of Fame. Prior to that, in 2012, he was 
inducted into the Tijuana Sports Hall of Fame. He also was honored in 2004 by the Tijuana sports media with a Career 
Achievement Award, and the Mexican Federation of Sportscasters celebrated his 25th anniversary in broadcasting 
and his multiple contributions to the industry. 


In addition, Ortega was named Sportscaster of the Year by the Sportswriters Association of Tijuana in 1997, Sports 
Ambassador of Tijuana by the city’s mayor in 1998, the Broadcasting Award by ACDN (National Sports Writers of 
Nicaragua) in 2012 and more recently, the 2017 Abelardo Raidi Career Achievement Award, named after the pioneer 
and founder of AIPS American, a worldwide sports media organization. 


Ortega is a Tijuana native and a long-time San Diego resident. 
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CARLOS HERNANDEZ 


In 2019, Carlos Hernandez enters his eighth season as the main Padres color analyst on FOX 
Deportes, following a Major League playing career that spanned 11 seasons with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers (1990-96), San Diego Padres (1997-2000) and St. Louis Cardinals (2000). 


Signed by the Dodgers as a free agent in 1984, Hernandez became the second Venezuelan 
catcher in MLB history, following Bo Diaz. He made his Major League debut in 1990 with 
the Los Angeles Dodgers. A highly skilled defensive player, he spent his Dodgers career 
(1990-96) mainly as a back-up catcher to Mike Scioscia and Mike Piazza, appearing in 230 
games, with 133 starts. He signed with the Padres as a free agent and in his first full season 
as a regular catch for the organization, Hernandez batted .262 with 9 home runs and 52 RBI 
in 129 games played. 


Hernandez finished his career batting .253 (315-1244) with 24 home runs, 141 RBI, 102 runs, 51 doubles, one triple and 
one stolen base in 488 games played. In 22 postseason games, he hit .299 (20-67) with one home run and two RBI. 


In 2004, Hernandez led the Toros de Tijuana to the playoffs as manager of the Mexican Summer League team. 


Hernandez returned to the Padres organization in 2005, serving as the club’s catching coordinator until 2007. He 
served as manager of the prestigious Leones del Caracas Venezuelan Winter League club from 2006-08 and was the 
catching coordinator for the Arizona Diamondbacks from 2010-13. 


PEDRO GUTIERREZ 


Pedro Gutiérrez enters his sixth season as a Spanish Broadcaster for the Padres in 2019. 
Gutiérrez hosts the Padres’ Spanish pregame and postgame show for the entire 162 game 
schedule, as well as handles fill-in play-by-play duties on both Spanish radio (KEMO) and 
Spanish television (FOX Deportes) broadcasts. 


During his career, Gutiérrez has spent six seasons in the Mexican Winter League and has 
called three championship series while doing play-by-play for Megacable, the largest cable 
network provider in the country. He worked five seasons with the Aguilas de Mexicali and 
the Charros de Jalisco in 2018. Previously, he served as producer for Padres Spanish radio 
broadcasts from 2006 to 2012. 


Prior to joining the Padres, Gutiérrez served for two years as the director of media relations 


for the Mexican Pacific League, coordinating all aspects of the league’s communication platforms. In his two years 
there, he was part of two Caribbean Series championships won by Mexico’s representing team. 


Gutiérrez and his wife Ericka reside in Tijuana with their daughter, Natalia. 
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SPRING TRAINING 


The Padres begin preparations for the 2019 season in Peoria, Ariz. for their 26th Spring Training at the Peoria Sports Com- 
plex. The complex, located 20 miles northwest of downtown Phoenix, serves as the spring home for both the Padres and 
the Seattle Mariners. It is the premier Cactus League venue on the west side of Phoenix providing easy access from the 
101 Loop and is within walking distance to Peoria’s P83 entertainment district featuring shopping, dining and entertainment. 


The Peoria Sports Complex provides separate state of the art facilities for both clubs with both the Padres and Mariners 
clubhouses receiving over a combined 31 million dollars in renovations prior to the 2014 season. Each team’s facility has 
six full fields, two-half fields for infield and base running drills, a bunting field, four covered batting tunnels and eight open air 
batting tunnels. Each team’s clubhouse is over 55,000 square feet and includes administrative offices, full service kitchens 
and cafeterias, weight and training rooms and media workrooms. 


Peoria Stadium also underwent large LED and audio system upgrades prior to the 2017 season including: 

¢ New 2,100 square foot LED display, the largest in baseball’s Cactus and Grapefruit Leagues and first to feature 13HD LED. 

¢ New display will measure approximately 35 feet high by 61 feet wide and feature a 13HD pixel layout to provide high- 
resolution imagery. 

¢ Upgraded audio system includes fully-distributed sound, providing full-range sound reproduction for a powerful audio 
experience. 


Other transformations implemented at Peoria Stadium prior to the 2014 season include: 

* New 2,400 square foot team store along with renovated entrance gates and administrative offices. 

¢ Newfixed seats with cup holders as well as new seats along the first and third baselines and field level seating behind home plate 
* The Colonnade, a new group space down the third base line was installed in 2016 featuring an upscale catering menu, TV's, 
private restrooms, full bar and viewing patio for groups of up to 200 

New outfield pavilion in left field to accommodate groups of 20-300 as well as widened pedestrian walkway around the outfield 
Accessible seating platforms added as well as an ADA accessible ramp to the stadium field 

Public restroom upgrades 

Infrastructure upgrades to water, fiber and information technology
